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THE  PROPOSED  PHARMACY  BILL. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  will  lose  nothing  if  persistency  counts  for  ' 
anything.  The  members  of  the  Board  are  very  definite  in  what 
they  want,  and  did  not  the  other  day,  as  suggested  by  the  Colonial 
Treasurer’s  secretary,  state  their  views  in  writing. 

On  August  7th  the  Colonial  Treasurer  was  unable  to  keep  tho 
appointment  he  made  with  a  deputation  from  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,., 
and  a  second  appointment  was  made  for  August  11th.  This  the  Hon. 
Mr.  See  kept,  and  listened  attentively  to  the  exposition  of  pharma¬ 
ceutical  wants  and  requirements  as  enunciated  by  Messrs.  Broth woodr 
Bellemey,  and  Williams.  These  gentlemen  clearly  and  forcibly 
pointed  out  the  utterly  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  Poisons  Act,,, 
and  explained  how  it  tied  the  hands  of  those  who  had  to  administer 
it.  That  each  and  every  member  of  the  Board  is  evidently  very 
sensible  of  the  legal  injustice  they  have  to  perpetrate  from  time  to 
time,  in  having  to  refuse  registration  to  men  holding  qualifications 
that  a  Poisons  Act  drawn  seventeen  years  ago  does  not  specify,  is 
evident  enough ;  altho’  there  are  amongst  us  to-day  registered  gentle¬ 
men  who  would  register  any  man  that  could  exhibit  certificates  that 
might  seem  sufficient  in  their  sight,  and,  indeed,  it  is  not  so  many 
years  ago  that,  notwithstanding  the  present  Poisons  Act,  such  irregular- 
registration  was  the  rule.  Mr.  Bellemey,  in  a  letter  to  the  Daily 
Telegraph,  which  we  re-print  elsewhere,  and  which  he  wrote  as  a  reply  to* 
an  interview  published  some  days  before  in  the  same  journal,  not  only 
puts  the  person  interviewed  right  in  many  particulars  upon  which  he 
appears  misinformed,  but,  in  the  concluding  paragraph  of  his  letter,. 
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sums  up  the  whole  matter  in  a  few  pithy  sentences,  that  those  who 
are  unable  to  understand  the  need  for  pharmaceutical  reform  in  the 
colony  will  do  well  to  ponder. 


THE  PRESCRIPTION  COMPETITION. 

We  shall  cease  the  Prescription  Competition.  Only  five  students 
competed  in  the  translation  of  last  month’s  prescription,  and  two  of 
the  competitors  supplied  the  ingredient  filled  in  on  the  original  copy, 
viz.,  tincture  of  pellitory.  The  fees  received,  amounting  to  seven 
shillings  and  sixpence,  will  therefore  be  divided  between  Messrs.

the  successful  contestants. 

It  is  a  matter  of  some  surprise  that  a  greater  number  of  those 
engaged  in  dealing  with  prescriptions  have  not  availed  themselves  of 
this  method  of  testing  their  skill  and  proficiency.  It  is  true  that  in 
order  to  be  successful  some  little  thought  and  effort  is  required,  but 
surely  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  satisfaction  in  being  successful, 
putting  aside  the  money  consideration.  Therefore,  as  the  number  com¬ 
peting  from  month  to  month  is  so  small,  the  proprietors  have  determined 
to  discontinue  the  publication  of  any  further  competitions,  at  least  for 
the  present.

IPbarmaeg  ISoard. 


The  Pharmacy  Board  of  N.S.W.  met  on  Tuesday,  August  1st,  for  the  usual 
monthly  meeting.  Present,  Messrs.  Brothwood  (in  the  chair),  Bellemey, 
Butcher,  Jones,  Pollard,  Willows,  and  the  registrar,  Mr.  W.  T.  Pinhey. 

MINUTES. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION. 

The  Preliminary  examiner  reported  that  W.  Franco,  of  Mudgee,  had 
passed  his  preliminary  examination. 

REGISTRATION  OF  INDENTURES. 

Wm.  M.  Thomas  to  Ferdinand,  Duval,  Narrandera,  granted  ;  William 
Thomas  Hattersley,  to  A.  H  Melville,  Port  Macquarie,  granted. 
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storekeepers’  license. 

John  Jacob,  of  Carrathool,  granted  to  the  end  of  current  year.  A.  J. 
Evans,  of  Chatswood,  North  Sydney,  applied  for  a  license  to  sell  poisons  as 
a  storekeeper,  and  was  refused  on  the  ground  that  such  certificates  were  only 
granted  to  persons  who  were  remote  from  large  towns  and  a  certain  distance 
from  a  qualified  chemist. 

MR.  HILLS  CASE. 

The  registrar  reported  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Colonial  Secretary,, 
respecting  the  case  of  Mr.  R.  C.  Hill,  of  Narrabri,  who  was  struck  off 
the  register  by  the  Executive  Council  for  refusing  assistance  to  the  police  in 
a  poison  case.  The  letter  in  question  briefly  stated,  in  reply  to  one  from  the 
Board  asking  for  consideration  of  the  matter,  that  the  Chief  Secretary 
regretted  he  could  not  re-open  the  case. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bellemey,  the  letter  was  received  and  a  copy  of 
it  ordered  to  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  Hill. 

INQUIRY  BY  THE  POLICE. 

The  Superintendent  of  Police  at  West  Maitland,  wrote  for  information 
regarding  a  man  who  had  purchased  a  chemist’s  business  at  Scone,  and  asking 
if  he  was  a  qualified  man.  A  reply  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  effect  that 
the  person  in  question  was  not  known  to  the  board. 

MEMBERSHIP  APPLICATIONS. 

J.  T.  McGowan,  Corowa,  again  applied  for  registration  as  a  duly 
qualified  chemist. 

This  case  has  already  been  disposed  of  several  times,  and  was  thoroughly 
thrashed  out  at  the  last  meeting.  Still  McGowan  renewed  his  application, 
affirming  that  he  had  complied  with  the  schedule  of  the  Act. 

The  Chairman — It  is  just  the  same  application  as  before,  and  while  it  is 
in  accordance  with  the  schedule  it  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  section  of  the 
Act.  I  took  the  trouble  recently  to  send  a  letter  myself  to  Mr.  McGowan,  in 
which  I  told  him  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  Board  to  register  him  as  he 
eould  not  comply  with  the  Poisons  Act.  The  Act  says  distinctly  “  that  he 
must  have  been  in  business  in  New  (South  Wales  before  the  passing  of  the 
Act,”  and  not  being  able  to  make  a  declaration  to  that  effect  we  cannot 
legally  register  him  however  much  we  might  desire  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Bellemey  said  there  could  be  no  doubt  whatever  that  the  ruling  of 
the  chair  was  clear  and  positive.  He  was  glad  the  chairman  had  personally 
written  to  the  applicant,  and  had  now  given  his  ruling,  which  latter  must  get 
rid  of  tffe  notice  of  motion  given  by  Mr.  Butcher  with  the  object  of  removing 
hardships  of  this  kind.  Thinking  that  the  motion  by  Mr.  Butcher,  even  if 
carried,  would  be  useless  in  a  legal  sense  if  he  took  the  trouble  to  get  an 
opinion  of  a  legal  gentleman,  Mr.  Mark  Williamson,  whose  experience  and 
knowledge  of  the  law  were  highly  valued  in  this  city  (hear,  hear).  The 
notice  of  motion  was  attached  to  the  Act,  and  he  would  now  like  to  read  to 
the  Board  the  notice  of  motion  and  opinion  in  question. 

NOTICE  OP  MOTION  OF  MR.  BUTCHER,  SECONDED  BY  MR.  POLLARD. 

“  That  this  Board  draw  up  a  prospectus  for  a  modified  examination,  to  be 
held  under  40  Vic.  No.  9,  in  order  to  meet  (legally),  the  difficulties  which 
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beset  the  Board  in  the  registration  of  persons  qualified  in  other  countries, 
but  debarred  from  following  their  profession  in  N.S.W.,  with  the  object  of 
haying  same  gazetted.” 

solicitor’s  opinion. 

The  following  is  proposed  as  a  further  regulation  by  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  under  the  “  Sale  and  use  of  Poisons  Act  1876,”  viz.,  “That  this 
Board  draw  up  a  prospectus  for  a  modified  examination,  to  be  held  under 
40  Yic.  No.  9,  in  order  to  meet  (legally),  the  difficulties  which  beset  the 
Board  in  the  registration  of  persons  qualified  in  other  countries,  but  debarred 
from  following  their  profession  in  New  South  Wales,  with  the  object  of 
having  the  same  gazetted.” 

The  question  is,  “  is  such  regulation  ultra  vires  ?  ”  From  a  perusal  of 
section  11  of  “  An  Act  for  regulating  the  sale  and  Use  of  Poisons  1876,”  it  is 
clear  that  the  foregoing  regulation  is*  ultra  vires.  The  section  referred  to 
■clearly  asserts  to  whom  a  certificate  of  qualification  shall  be  issued,  and 
section  15  of  the  same  Act  declares  “no  name  shall  be  entered  in  the 
registerary  except  persons  authorised  by  this  Act  to  be  registered.”  Outside 
of  this  colony  it  is  clear  the  Act  in  question  only  recognises  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  members  or  Licentiates  of  the 
Apothecaries  Halls  of  London  or  Dublin,  and  all  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioners,  any  other  person  wishing  to  obtain  a  certificate  must  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  otherwise  he  would  be  amenable  to  the 
Poisons  Act  1876.  True,  it  is  section  21  of  the  said  Act  “inter  alia,”  states 
the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  may  from  time  to 
time  make  any  further  regulations  for  the  registration  of  persons  claiming  to 
be  registered  as  chemists  and  druggists  (in  the  event  of  sufficient  regulations 
on  that  behalf  not  being  made  by  the  said  Board).  This  must  not  be  taken 
to  mean  that  the  Governor  with  advice  of  the  Executive  Council  could  make 
a  further  regulation  to  register  persons  other  than  those  mentioned  in  section 
11  of  the  Poisons  Act.  Section  21  merely  enables  additional  regulations  to 
be  made  for  keeping  up  “  register  of  chemists  and  druggists,  appointing  the 
fees  toj  be  charged  for  examination,  the  mode  for  conducting  examinations, 
,&c.,  in  other  words,  to  make  additional  regulations  in  accordance  with  section 
13  of  the  Act,  otherwise  such  further  regulations  would  be|bad,  because  they 
would  increase  the  powers  given  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  the  Poisons  Act. 
Then  again,  any  regulation  which  would  restrict  or  limit  the  power  conferred 
on  the  Board  by  the  Poisons  Act  would  also  be  bad.  This  principal  was 
'.clearly  laid  down  by  C.  J.  Tindal,  in  giving  judgment  in  the  case  the  Q.  v» 
the  Governors  of  Darlington  School  6  A.  &  E.  (N.S.)  682,  he  said  “  nothing 
•can  be  better  established  than  that  a  by-law  by  a  corporation  which  alters  the 
•constitution  of  the  corporation  is  void,”  and  upon  the  same  principle  a  by-law 
which  restrains  and  limits  the  powers  originally  giren  to  the  Governor  by  the 
founder  himself  we  think  must  be  bad.  If  the  Poisons  Act  did  not  contain  a 
•clause  such  as  section  21,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  Pharmacy  Board,  once  having 
made  a  set  of  regulations  could  make  additional  regulations,  as  they  would 
not  in  such  a  case  have  power  reserved  to  them  for  that  purpose.  Section 
21  in  no  way  assists  those  persons  who  desire  to  be  registered  under  the 
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Poisons  Act  except  as  provided  by  Sections  11  &  15.  It  is  therefore  evident 
that  any  person  who  has  deserved  his  time  to  a  chemist  or  druggist  outside 
of  this  colony,  and  is  not  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  or  a  member  or  Licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries  Halls  of  London  or 
Dublin,  or  a  legally  qualified  practitioner,  or  a  person  who  at  the  time  of  the 
passing  of  the  Poisons  Act  carried  on  business  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in 
New  South  Wales,  cannot  obtain  a  certificate  to  sell  any  poison  unless  he- 
shall  make  a  declaration,  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  in  the  form  in  schedule 
E  of  the  Poisons  Act.  As  a  matter  of  fact  and  even  law,  a  new  Act  would 
be  required  to  enable  the  Pharmacy  Board  to  grant  a  certificate  under  the 
foregoing  regulation. 

Mr.  Bellemey  (continuing). — It  was  evident  to  him  that  it  was  an 
answer  to  points  urged  in  the  case  of  Mr.  McGowan  and  others,  and  it 
showed  that  the  Board  had  gone  as  far  as  it  possibly  could  in  their  favour, - 
and  that  it  dare  not  risk  any  step  in  contravention  of  the  law.  They  all 
knew  the  law  was  bad — none  of  them  were  in  sympathy  with  it,  but  still  they 
had  carried  it  out  until  they  could  obtain  some  fresh  legislation.  It  was  not 
the  fault  of  the  Board  that  the  bill  now  in  the  hands  of  the  parliamentary 
draughtsman  had  not  become  an  Act,  and  they  had  made  every  possible- 
effort  to  induce  the  Colonial  Treasurer  to  bring  the  bill  before  Parliament. 
When  they  next  had  an  interview  with  the  Colonial  Treasurer  the  different 
instances  of  great  hardship  might  have  some  weight  in  hurrying  the  passage- 
of  the  bill,  but  meanwhile  the  Board  was  powerless  to  do  anything  that  could 
assist  Mr.  McGowan  and  others.  Doubtless  the  Board  had  power  to  make 
additional  regulations,  but  they  must  be  strictly  within  the  four  corners  of  the 
Act.  He  felt  sure  that  when  Parliament  was  shown  the  hardships  that  many 
qualified  men  were  labouring  under,  the  bill  would  speedily  become  an  Act. 

The  application  of  Mr.  McGowan  was  refused  with  regret. 

ME.  MATHEWMAN’s  CASE. 

This  application  having  been  dealt  with  before,  and  being  similar  to  the- 
above,  was  also  refused  with  regret. 

THE  CASE  OF  MR.  CORNELLAN. 

The  application  of  Mr.  Cornelian  (now  in  charge  of  the  business  lately 
occupied  by  Mr.  Melhuish),  and  which  was  on  all  fours  with  the  above,  came 
up  in  a  new  form. 

The  Registrar  said  he  had  received  a  document  from  the  Colonial 
Treasurer  which  had  been  sent  him  by  Mr.  Cornelian,  giving  a  lengthy 
explanation  of  his  case.  (The  document  was  laid  upon  the  table.)  After 
discussion  it  was  decided  to  retain  the  papers  until  the  Board  had  an 
interview  with  the  Colonial  Treasurer  respecting  the  whole  subject. 

NOTICE  OF  MOTION. 

At  the  previous  meeting  Mr.  C.  Butcher  gave  notice  of  the  following 
motion  : — “  That  this  Board  draw  up  a  prospectus  for  a  modified  examination 
to  be  held  under  40  Vic.  No.  9  in  order  to  meet  legally  the  difficulties  which 
beset  the  Board  in  the  registration  of  persons  qualified  in  other  countries,  but 
debarred  from  following  their  profession  in  N.S.W.  with  the  object  of  having, 
same  gazetted.” 
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Mr.  Butcher  withdrew  the  motion  in  view  of  the  legal  opinion  from* 
Mr.  Mark  Williamson. 

POISONS  CERTIFICATE. 

Arthur  Simpson,  of  Walcha,  for  reconsideration. 

Applicant  admitted  having  no  qualification  in  N.S.W.,  and  was 
dispensing  and  managing  the  medical  hall  for  Mr.  Boodle,  of  Walcha.  Dr. 
Boodle  intended  leaving  the  district,  and  applicant  wanted  to  buy  the 
business. 

The  Board  has  already  refused  to  grant  Mr.  Simpson  a  poisons  license, 
and  Mr.  Bellemey  now  moved  “  that  applicant  be  informed  that  it  is  not  the 
practice  of  the  Board  to  issue  licenses  to  persons  carrying  on  a  bogus 
chemist’s  shop.” 

The  mover  added  that  as  Mr.  Simpson  was  an  unqualified  man,  the 
Inspector  General  of  Police  be  informed  that  he  had  no  poisons  certificate, 
and  was  not  registered  by  the  Board.  Doubtless  the  applicant  was  keeping 
a  qualified  man  out  of  Walcha,  and  what  he  wished  was  that  the  Board 
should  give  him  a  certificate  to  carry  the  business  on  illegally. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Pollard  and  carried. 

ACTION  RE  MR.  CORNELLAN. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bellemey  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  Mr. 
Broth  wood,  Mr.  Butcher,  and  Mr.  Pinhey  were  appointed  to  draw  up  a 
report  for  the  next  meeting  dealing  with  every  aspect  of  Mr.  Cornelian’s  case 
and  complaints. 

HERBALISTS,  QUACKS,  AND  THE  POISONS  ACT. 

Mr.  Bellemey  brought  forward  the  question  of  the  sale  of  poisons  by 
herbalists,  quacks,  etc.,  in  and  about  Sydney,  stating  that  poisons  such  as 
chlorodyne  are  exhibited  for  sale  in  their  windows. 

Since  the  Government  had  taken  the  initiative  by  placing  upon  the 
schedule  preparations  like  Thurston’s  Neuralgic  cure,  it  was  time  the  Board 
took  steps  to  revise  the  poisons  list.  Perhaps  the  best  thing  they  could  do 
would  be  to  draw  up  a  report  to  be  sent  on  to  the  Government.  There  were 
some  poisons  that  were  not  on  the  list,  and  there  were  articles  like  bromide  of 
potassium  and  adecetic  acid  that  should  not  be  on  the  list  at  all. 

It  was  resolved  that  Messrs.  Brothwood,  Jones,  Willows,  and  Pollard, 
bring  up  a  report  on  the  subject  at  the  next  meeting. 

CHEATING  THE  REVENUE. 

Mr.  Bellemey  likewise  mentioned  the  fact  that  storekeepers  were  selling 
Warner’s  Safe  Cure  and  other  alcholic  preparations  without  paying  a  spirit 
license.  This  was  a  matter  that  should  be  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
Government  as  soon  as  possible. 

This  question  was  allowed  to  stand  over  for  the  present. 

The  meeting  then  closed. 

AN  INTERVIEW  WITH  MR.  GEO.  BONNINGTON. 

“  You  ask  me  to  give  you  my  impressions  of  New  South  Wales.  Well,, 
really,  the  question  is  so  very  broad,  that  with  your  permission,  I  will  confine 
myself  to  very  much  narrower  limits.  Of  course,  Sydney,  with  its  extensive* 
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suburbs,  its  various  peoples  and  their  ways  so  different  to  those  to  which  I 
have  been  accustomed  to  so  long  in  New  Zealand,  strike  me  as  very 
interesting,  and  well  worth  studying.  But  I  presume  you  as  a  pharmacist 
would  like  to  hear  my  views  with  a  certain  pharmaceutical  favour.” 

I  explained  to  Mr.  Bonnington  that  the  readers  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Journal  of  Australasia  would,  no  doubt,  like  to  read  the  impressions  of  one  of 
the  successful  brethren  of  the  craft. 

“  Well  such  of  the  pharmacists  whom  it  has  been  my  very  good  fortune  to 
meet  during  my  short  stay  here,  of  them  I  cannot  speak  too  highly.  I  have 
to  regret  exceedingly  that  owing  to  my  having  been  so  very  much  occupied 
with  my  own  affairs,  that  I  have  been  unable  to  see  more  of  the  chemists  of 
this  great  city.  I  have  been  so  pleased  with  the  kindness  and  kindly 
expressions  received  from  those  I  have  met,  that  I  trust  to  be  excused  for 
mentioning  the  names  of  some  of  them.  Mr.  Hamilton,  Regent-street,  who 
has  a  most  elegant  and  well  appointed  establishment,  was  good  enough 
to  give  me  every  possible  attention.  Mr.  Brothwood,  of  Leichhardt,  has  a 
unique  pharmacy  fitted  up  in  quite  an  exceptional  style,  and  possesses  a 
personal  manner  which  makes  one  proud  to  know  him.  Mr.  Bellemey  was 
another  gentleman  whom  I  was  well  pleased  to  meet,  and  whose  pharmacy  in 
King-street  is  well  known  for  its  excellence  in  all  respects.  Several  other  of 
the  chemists  whom  I  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  expressed  regret  that  I 
had  not  given  them  an  opportunity  of  showing  attention  to  myself  as  a  visitor 
from  New  Zealand.  All  this  I  mention  to  show  the  good  feeling  which 
exists  in  your  city  towards  the  pharmacists  in  the  neighbouring  colony,  and  I 
should  be  pleased  if  you  would  publically  express  my  gratitude  for  all  the 
attention  shown  me,  and  to  give  my  assurance  that  should  any  of  your 
pharmacists  at  any  time  visit  New  Zealand  I  shall  take  special  care  to  show 
them  round  Christchurch,  at  any  rate.” 

Then  you  consider  that  pharmaceutically  we  as  a  people  are  abreast  of 
the  times  ? 

“  Upon  the  whole  I  am  satisfied  that  your  chemists  and  druggists  are 
thoroughly  up  to  the  mark  of  standard,  excellence,  and  a  credit  to  your 
beautiful  city.” 

“  Will  you  give  me  any  particulars  of  the  business  you  are  establishing  in 
Sydney  ?” 

“  I  am  establishing  in  Sydney  a  factory  for  the  production  of 
“  Bonnington’s  Irish  Moss,”  a  preparation  well  known  in  another  colony, 
which  has  been  marvellously  successful  in  New  Zealand,  and  I  have  been 
induced  to  do  so  from  the  fact  of  having  had  repeated  requests  from  the  people 
of  this  city.” 

“  Then  do  you  intend  to  personally  conduct  the  business  ?” 

“No,  the  business  will  be  under  my  son,  I.  Bonnington,  Mr. C.  S.  Sharp, 
and  Mr.  J.  W.  Thompson,  who  will  be  provided  with  sufficient  capital  and 
material  to  keep  the  concern  going  liberally  for  two  years,  by  which  time  I 
am  confident  of  success,  as  the  young  men  know  their  business  and  are 
determined  to  make  it  succeed.  The  firm  have  provided  themselves  with  a 
very  large  amount  of  advertising  matter  produced  and  obtained  from  London, 
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Paris,  and  Berlin,  which  will  be  freely  and  carefully  distributed,  and  other 
means  of  making  the  article  well  known  will  be  adopted.” 

“  Then  New  Zealanders  appreciate  the  Moss  ?” 

“  The  success  of  ‘  Bonnington’s  Irish  Moss,’  which  is  a  preparation- 
prepared  partially  from  the  plant  bearing  that  name,  has  had  a  most  marked 
career  in  New  Zealand,  the  demand  growing  in  dimensions  each  year  until  it 
has  reached  considerable  proportions,  considering  the  population  of  the  colony 
from  which  it  emanates,  the  sales  for  last  year  having  amounted  to  seventy- 
four  thousand  bottles.  Fortunately  I  am  able  to  show  the  report  for  last 
month  (which  I  have  just  received),  in  order  to  verify  my  statement.” 

“  But  do  not  think  the  climate  will  help  you  here  as  I  understand  it  does 
in  New  Zealand  ?  ” 

“  From  what  I  know  and  have  heard  of  the  New  South  Wales  climate,  I 
am  satisfied  that  there  is  as  great  a  demand  for  such  an  article  here  as  in  New 
Zealand,  and  the  article  being  of  such  extraordinary  excellence  for  the  purpose 
it  is  intended  namely,  coughs,  colds,  influenza,  the  voice  and  all  chest 
complaints  generally,  it  is  only  a  question  of  taking  the  best  means  to  induce 
the  people  to  give  it  a  trial  to  insure  progress.” 


THE  PHARMACY  BILL. 

DEPUTATION  TO  THE  COLONIAL  TREASURER. 

On  Monday,  7th  August,  the  Colonial  Treasurer  (the  Hon.  John  See)  made 
an  appointment  to  receive  a  deputation  from  the  Pharmacists  respecting  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  now  in  the  hands*  of  the  parliamentary  draftsman,  and  when 
the  hour  of  noon  arrived  Mr.  See  was  not  at  his  post,  Mr.  Kirkpatrick,  the 
Under-Secretary,  apologised  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  and  asked  the 
deputation  to  state  their  view  in  writing.  The  chemists  politely  declined  to 
do  this  and  left  the  Treasury  in  anything  but  a  happy  mood.  The  next  day 
a  sub-leader  appeared  in  the  Daily  Telegraph  dealing  with  the  whole 
question,  and  on  Friday,  the  11th,  Mr.  See  arranged  to  meet  the  deputation 
without  fail. 

There  were  present  Messrs.  Brothwood  (president),  Bellemey,  Butcher, 
Jones,  Willows,  Williams,  Wells  and  the  registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board, 
Mr.  W.  T.  Pinhey. 

Mr.  Brothwood  said — As  you  are  doubtless  aware  Sir,  about  twelve 
months  ago  we  came  to  you  to  urge  the  desirability  of  placing  a  Pharmacy 
Bill  before  Parliament.  The  arguments  which  we  adduced  on  that  occasion 
apply  with  equal  force  now,  with  this  difference,  however,  that  the  situation  is 
becoming  more  and  more  difficult  every  day.  Our  principal  arguments  on 
that  occasion  were  that  New  South  Wales  was  the  only  British  colony  with¬ 
out  a  Pharmacy  Act,  and  that  fully  qualified  men  from  other  colonies  where 
the  acts  are  very  strict,  and  countries  outside  of  Great  Britain  could  not  be 
admitted  here.  Such  a  thing  as  admitting  a  qualified  man  from  Victoria  is  . 
not  possible  here  under  the  provisions  of  the  scanty  Poisons  Act  which 
governs  our  Institution.  We  also  urged  that  unqualified  men  can  dispense* 
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medicines  in  this  colony  —  medicines  that  contain  the  most  virulent 
poisons  of  course  are  a  dangerous  element  to  the  public  health  and  safety. 
All  the  colonies  except  ours  have  Pharmacy  Acts.  There  is  another 
difficulty,  and  it  is  one  we  propose  urging  to-day,  viz.,  the  question  of 
reciprocity  with  the  other  colonies  and  chemists  in  various  parts  of  the  world, 
who  are  constantly  applying  to  be  admitted  to  our  membership.  The  word¬ 
ing  of  the  Poisons  Act  prevents  us  admitting  these  gentlemen,  much  to  our 
dregret.  We  come  here  to-day  principally  to  ask  you  to  bring  the  bill  before 
Parliament  at  your  earliest  convenience  so  as  to  remove  the  great  hardships 
under  which  so  many  qualified  men  are  labouring,  and  to  aid  us  in  doing 
-our  duty  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health.  The  urgency  of  the  case 
must  commend  itself  to  you,  and  when  the  bill  comes  before  Parliament 
it  will  be  patent  to  all  that  it  does  not  partake  of  any  party  question  and 
benefits  none  of  us  personally  in  the  smallest  degree. 

Mr.  See — I  have  just  got  a  copy  of  the  bill  from  the  parliamentary 
draftsman. 

Mr.  Bellemey — I  dare  say  that  very  urgent  and  pressing  business  has 
prevented  you  giving  the  attention  to  this  matter  you  would  otherwise  have 
done.  Like  everything,  else  we  feel  our  own  matter  the  most  important. 
However,  we  hope  to  place  before  you  arguments  that  will  merit  your 
-consideration.  First  of  all  I  wish  to  say  that  if  any  of  our  chemists  go  to 
the  other  colonies  they  are  debarred  from  carrying  on  business  on  the  ground 
that  there  is  no  reciprocity  with  us  and  of  course  we  cannot  admit  their  men. 
We  have  applications  every  day,  and  we  have  taken  the  trouble  to  get  legal 
opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  we  are  entitled  to  register  any  of  the  chemists 
coming  from  the  other  colonies,  and  that  opinion  distinctly  lays  down  that 
only  chemists  and  druggists  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  ;  those  who  were 
in  business  here  before  the  passing  of  the  act  and  the  men  who  have  served  an 
apprenticeship  of  three  years  and  passed  the  necessary  examination.  Con¬ 
sequently  all  other  persons  outside  the  colony  are  debarred.  We  find  our 

duties  very  irksome  indeed,  and  the  act  we  are  trying  to  administer  has  been 

formed  with  a  dual  object  ;  it  is  a  quasi  pharmacy  act  and  a  poisons  act, 
and  the  result  is  that  it  performs  neither  duty  effectively.  Whenever  the 
present  bill  is  introduced  a  fresh  poisons  act  will  also  have  to  be  drafted,  and 
it  appears  to  me  now  the  proper  time  to  say  that  the  poisons  act  is  very 
imperfect,  and  does  not  correspond  with  the  acts  in  the  other  colonies. 
It  would  be  well  Sir,  when  dealing  with  this  Pharmacy  Bill  to 
introduce  a  poisons  act,  because  the  passing  of  a  new  Pharmacy  Bill 

means  the  repeal  of  the  Poisons  Act.  I  took  the  trouble  to  go  into  this 

matter  some  time  ago  with  Dr.  Manning,  the  then  Government  Medical 
adviser,  and  I  supplied  him  with  copies  of  the  Poisons  Acts  in  force  in  the 
other  colonies*  What  we  are  asking  in  respect  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  is  no 
party  measures,  and  every  Colonial  Treasurer  we  have  seen  has  been  in  sympathy 
with  us,  still  we  have  not  been  able  to  cause  the  bill  to  be  introduced 
into  the  Assembly.  As  the  next  session  is  likely  to  be  a  short  one, 
and  seeing  that  this  bill  ought  to  be  a  Government  measure,  it  might  be 
introduced  into  the  Upper  House  and  speedily  passed  and  sent  down  to  the 
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Lower  House.  Professor  Anderson  Stuart,  the  Government  Medical 
Adviser,  might  be  able  to  confer  with  us  on  the  bill,  and  come  to  some 
understanding  to  save  any  future  waste  of  time.  We  are  in  this  position 
Sir,  that  we  get  nothing  for  our  services  on  the  Pharmacy  Board,  and  we  are 
doing  our  best  to  faithfully  administer  a  Poisons  Act  which  does  not  meet  the 
requirements. 

Mr.  Williams — I  do  not  know  that  we  can  say  much  more,  but  I  want 
to  impress  upon  you  the  necessity  that  exists  for  a  Pharmacy  Act.  We 
.are  not  seeking  anything  that  has  not  already  been  obtained  by  the  other 
portions  of  the  British  dominions,  and  we  have  waited  for  years  for  a  measure 
of  this  character.  The  community  at  large  are  not  able  to  discriminate 
between  a  competent  and  an  incompetent  man.  The  incompetent  man  can 
make  as  much  blow  and  splash  as  the  competent  man  can,  and  that  is  not  a 
desirable  state  of  things.  For  instance,  if  a  person  gets  a  prescription  from 
a  medical  man  and  has  it  dispensed  by  an  incompetent  chemist,  the  skill  and 
•competency  of  the  medical  man  falls  to  the  ground,  and  perhaps  the  patient’s 
life  is  endangered.  We  trust  that  before  the  time  of  the  present  Government 
has  expired  this  matter  will  be  taken  in  hand  and  finally  dealt  with  in  the 
interest  of  the  public  generally. 

Mr.  See — I  am  sorry  that  I  could  not  keep  my  appointment  with  this 
deputation  in  the  early  part  of  the  week,  because  I  fully  realise  the  importance 
of  the  question  and  its  urgency.  The  arguments  I  have  heard  are  conclusive 
and  convincing,  and  any  one  can  see  that  a  bill  of  this  description  should  be 
introduced.  I  quite  approve  of  all  that  you  have  said,  particularly  the 
remarks  of  Mr.  Williams,  that  it  is  no  use  having  capable  men  unless  you 
have  capable  dispensers,  and  the  health  of  the  public  to  a  large  extent  is 
subject  to  the  control  of  these  circumstances.  The  suggestion  made  by  Mr. 
Bellemey  to  have  the  bill  introduced  into  the  Upper  House  is  a  good  one,  and 
I  now  propose  to  let  you  have  this  draft  bill  so  that  you  can  give  it  your 
consideration  as  early  as  possible.  It  is  evident  to  me  that  a  bill  of  this 
nature  will  help  materially  to  safe  guard  the  interests  of  the  community,  and 
that  is  the  first  consideration  of  any  Government.  If  you  will  submit  any 
.amendments  you  think  necessary,  I  will  consult  with  the  health  officer  and 
will  endeavour  to  do  what  you  ask  me,  viz.,  to  have  the  bill  introduced 
immediately  on  the  assembling  of  Parliament.  It  is  very  strange  that  such 
an  important  matter  as  this  has  not  been  dealt  with  before.  The  reason  we 
did  not  introduce  it  last  session  was  because  we  had  so  many  pressing  matters 
on  hand. 

Mr.  Bellemey — If  there  are  any  alterations  to  be  made,  we  shall  make 
them  at  once. 

Mr.  See — The  bill  has  only  just  been  handed  to  me  by  the  Parliamentary 
draftsman  whom  I  urged  to  prepare  it. 

Mr.  Bellemey — We  have  a  meeting  on  Tuesday,  15th,  and  Professor 
Anderson  Stuart,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  is  a  member  of  the  Pharmacy  Board. 
If  he  would  attend  we  could  discuss  the  bill  a3  well  as  the  Poisons  Act. 

Mr.  See — It  seems  to  me  that  the  Poisons  Act  is  almost  as  important 
as  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 
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Mr.  Bellemey — Yes,  one  is  a  corollary  to  the  other.  If  Professor 
Anderson  Stuart  could  meet  us,  we  could  deal  with  the  whole  question  in  a 
few  minutes,  as  he  has  all  the  data  at  his  fingers  ends. 

Mr.  See — Very  well,  I  will  send  word  to  Professor  Anderson  Stuart  and 
ask  him  to  meet  you.  I  will  do  all  I  can  to  facilitate  the  measure. 

The  deputation  then  thanked  the  Minister  and  withdrew. 


MR.  BELLEMEY’S  LETTER. 

We  reprint  below  Mr.  Bellemey’s  letter,  which  will  well  repay  readings 
The  vice-president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  evidently  knows  what  he  is 
writing  about,  and,  unlike  the  anonymous  gentleman,  who,  although  a  chemist 
and  druggist  of  reputed  standing ,  is  certainly  not  a  pharmaceutical  George 
Washington  : — 

THE  NEW  PHARMACY  BILL. 

TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  THE  DAILY  TELEGRAPH. 

Sir, — Kindly  allow  me  to  correct  certain  statements  made  by  a  person,  who 
is  reported  in  your  issue  of  Saturday  last  to  be  a  chemist  and  druggist  of 
reputed  standing,  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  new  Pharmacy  Bill.  In  the 
first  place,  the  person  who  was  interviewed  by  your  reporter,  I  believe,  is  not 
a  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  and  is  not  entitled  to  that  designation, 
otherwise  he  would  not  have  displayed  such  a  want  of  knowledge  of  the 
working  of  the  Sales  and  Use  of  Poisons  Act.  I  will  endeavour,  and  I  think 
conclusively,  to  prove  both  to  your  satisfaction  and  that  of  your  readers,  his 
statements  are  not  true,  and  are  misleading,  and  that  they  are  the  result  of 
maliciousness  or  ignorance,  or,  perhaps,  both.  It  is  my  intention  to  deal  with 
the  statements  in  interview  in  question  seriatim,  and  will  commence  with  the 
firs't  paragraph,  in  which  he  says  :  “Well,  I  call  it  a  bill  to  protect  the 
interests  of  chemists  and  druggists  at  present  in  business.”  Now,  it  is  easy 
for  a  person  to  make  a  statement,  but  it  is  another  thing  for  him  to  prove  it, 
so  that  in  this  case  it  would  have  been  as  well  if  the  person  interviewed  had 
quoted  any  clause  of  the  new  bill,  which  in  any  way  protects  or  benefits  the 
chemist  now  in  business.  No  such  clause  being  in  the  bill,  his  statement  in 
this  direction  is  wholly  incorrect,  and  I  defy  him  to  quote  any  passage  in 
the  bill  to  that  effect.  The  statement  in  question  is  the  more  extraordinary 
for  the  reason  that  the  “  interviewed  ”  has  never  seen  the  proposed  bill  as 
submitted  by  the  Government  to  the  Pharmacy  Board  for  its  consideration. 

In  the  second  paragraph  he  says  : — 

“  The  present  Poisons  Act  was  originally  drafted  by  the  late  Mr. 
Richard  Driver,  a  well-known  Sydney  solicitor,  who  had  no  special  knowledge 
of  the  subject.  It  has  been  in  force  eighteen  years.  The  present  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Society  was  formed  with  the  view  of  handing  the  administration  of 
the  Act  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  to  be  composed  of  the  Council  of 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  medical  adviser  of  the  Government,  and  the 
president  of  the  Medical  Board.” 

This  is  also  incorrect,  for  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  bill  referred  to  was-

drafted  by  Mr.  George  Milner  Stephen,  who  at  the  time  was  Acting 
Parliamentary  Draftsman. 

The  latter  portion  of  this  paragraph  is  such  arrant  nonsense  that  it  is  a 
wonder  to  me  it  could  be  uttered  by  any  person  claiming  to  have  a  knowledge 
of  the  Act  to  which  he  refers.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  in  existence 
before  such  Act  came  into  operation.  The  ninth  section  of  the  Sale  and 
Uses  of  Poisons  Act  places  the  administration  of  that  Act  in  the  hands  of 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  medical  adviser  to  the 
Government,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Medical  Board  as  a  Pharmacy  Board. 

In  the  third  paragraph,  amongst  other  things  he  says — 

“  Mr.  Prank  Senior,  a  leading  chemist  of  Sydney,  next  held  the 
presidency  of  the  Society,  and  during  his  time  of  office,  eleven  years  ago,  the 
bill  now  to  be  laid  before  Parliament  was  first  drafted.  After  the  retirement 
of  Mr.  Senior  from  the  position  of  president,  seven  years  ago,  the  Society 
.gradually  lost  members  till,  to-day,  out  of  800  chemists  and  druggists  in 
New  South  Wales,  only  an  average  of  150  pay  the  annual  subscription  to  the 
Society.  Most  of.  the  leading  druggists  have  withdrawn  from  membership.” 

True  it  is,  Mr.  Senior  was  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  but 
neither  during  his  term  of  office,  nor  since  did  he  draft  the  bill,  the  subject 
of  interview  referred  to,  as  the  basis  of  the  present  bill  has  only  been  drafted 
about  twelve  months.  Mr.  Senior  and  Mr.  Pinhey  advised  Mr.  Alexander 
Oliver  on  drafting  a  bill  of  a  twofold  character,  being  partly  a  bill  to 
incorporate  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  partly  a  Pharmacy  Bill,  a  vastly 
■different  measure  to  that  proposed.  In  the  concluding  portion  of  his 
paragraph,  by  inuendo,  it  is  stated  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  fallen 
away  since  Mr.  Senior’s  retirement,  and  expressly  that  most  of  the  leading 
chemists  and  druggists  have  withdrawn  from  it.  This  is  absolutely  false,  as 
the  Society’s  members’  roll  is  greater  than  when  Mr.  Senior  was  president, 
its  assets  are  £100  greater  than  during  Mr.  Serior’s  regime,  and  the  Society 
has  also  a  complete  and  well-equipped  pharmacy  college.  Paragraph  five, 
which  reads  as  follows  : — 

“  What  is  the  qualification  for  registration  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in 
this  colony?” — “Up  to  four  years  ago  pharmaceutical  chemists  from  other 
colonies  and  other  countries,  who  brought  qualifications,  were  freely  registered 
in  this  colony,  without  hindrance,  but  of  late  years  the  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
after  having  consulted  the  Attorney-General,  decided  that  no  druggist  from 
i  abroad  ’  could  lawfully  be  registered  here.  Hence  the  practice  concerning 
registration,  which  had  prevailed  in  the  colony  for  fourteen  years,  was 
abandoned,  and  the  present  Board  of  Pharmacy  now  insist  that  before  a  man 
can  be  licensed  to  sell  poisons  he  must  have  been  three  years  in  practice  in 
New  South  Wales  as  an  apprentice  or  an  assistant  in  an  open  shop,  and  must 
pass  a  final  examination,  though  he  may  have  held  qualifications  from  other 
countries  or  from  a  foreign  university  before  coming  to  this  colony.  The  only 
exception  made  is  in  favour  of  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain,  but  as  ‘minor’  men,  who  are  qualified  in  Great  Britain,  are  not 
qualified  under  this  clause  in  this  colony,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  man  may  be  a 
qualified  chemist  in  England  and  yet  be  unqualified  in  New  South  Wales.” 
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Clearly  shows  the  animus  borne  by  the  person  interviewed  towards  the  present 
Pharmacy  Board,  and  also  serves  as  a  display  of  ignorance  of  the  Act  which1 
the  board  administers.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Pharmacy  Board  up  to  about 
seven  years  ago  was  a  law  unto  itself,  and  registered  any  qualification  sub¬ 
mitted  to  it,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  law  which  they  were  appointed 
to  administer  clearly  mentions  in  section  2  the  only  persons  who  are  entitled 
to  be  registered  under  that  act,  and  which,  in  effect,  states,  “No  person  shall 
be  registered  unless  he  has  been  admitted  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  by  the- 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  or  a  member  or  a  licentiate  of  the 
Apothecaries  Halls  of  London  or  Dublin,  or  has  received  a  certificate  as  a 
legally  qualified  practitioner,  or  has  served  as  an  apprentice  or  assistant  to  a 
chemist  or  druggist  for  not  less  than  three  years  in  the  colony  of  New  South 
Wales,  or  was  in  business  in  this  colony  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Act. 
To  remedy  this  state  of  things,  and  to  enable  qualified  chemists  from  other 
countries  to  be  registered  in  this  colony,  the  new  bill  is  needed.  In  the  fifth 
paragraph  of  reported  interview,  an  attempt  is  made  to  state  the  objects  of 
the  new  bill.  From  what  I  have  shown,  it  must  be  clear  that  the  “  inter¬ 
viewed  ”  is  not  competent  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  question,  and  his 
statement  that  the  present  “  Poisons  Act  ”  does  not  provide  for  tho 
examination  of  apprentices  or  assistants  is  simply  absurd,  as  a  perusal  of 
sections  11  and  13  of  that  Act  will  plainly  show.  At  the  same  time  he  says- 
that  the  board  has  added  unnecessary  subjects  for  examination,  and  instances 
“  botany.”  I  would  merely  ask  for  the  absurdity  of  placing  such  a  subject  on 
the  list  to  be  pointed  out.  Surely  it  will  be  admitted  that  a  botanical 
knowledge  of  the  plants  which  chemists  and  druggists  are  every  day  called  on 
to  handle  is  essential  for  their  profession.  If  such  knowledge  is  not  essential , 
why,  then,  is  it  included  in  the  curriculum  of  every  known  medical  school  in 
the  world  ? 

Paragraphs  6,  7,  8,  and  9  need  scarcely  be  referred  to,  as  the  opinions- 
expressed  therein  are  based  upon  an  assumption  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  anxious  to  administer  the  new  bill,  whilst,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the- 
new  bill  entirely  ignores  them,  and  the  standard  of  education  proposed  to  be 
enacted  for  qualifying  youths  as  apprentices,  and  eventually  as  chemists,  is 
entirely  subject  to  the  control  and  sanction  of  the  Governor  and  Executive 
Council,  as  all  regulations  affecting  examinations  can  only  be  made  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  Executive  Council.  That  the  inuendoes- 
thrown  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  uncalled  for  is  evidenced  from  the 
fact  that  this  Society,  or  rather  the  leading  chemists  of  the  colony  through 
the  Society,  have,  at  their  own  expense,  and  without  deriving  any  pecuniary 
benefit  or  return,  founded  and  supported  a  Pharmacy  College,  the  only 
educational  establishment  of  its  kind  in  the  colony  outside  the  University,, 
where  students  can  obtain  a  proper  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  theory  of 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  the  charges  in  this  College  being 
£1  per  month. 

So  far  is  it  from  the  intention  of  the  chemists  of  this  colony  to  seek  the 
passage  of  a  bill  to  benefit  themselves  that  they  propose  opening  the  door  to 
all  properly  qualified  men  from  whatever  clime  or  country  they  hail,  and  allow 
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them  to  compete  on  equal  terms  with  themselves,  instead  of  excluding  them 
as  is  done  by  the  present  Act.  The  new  Act  also  proposes  to  place  the 
appointment  of  the  first  Pharmacy  Board  in  the  hands  of  the  Governor,  and 
subsequently  in  the  hands  of  every  registered  chemist  in  the  colony.  I  must 
mention  that  the  chemists  who  constitute  the  present  Pharmacy  Board,  and 
who  have  for  years  given  their  time  and  services  to  administer  the  present 
Act,  are  an  unpaid  and  honorary  body,  and  I  think  that  the  men  who  have, 
at  considerable  cost  and  inconvenience  to  themselves,  fulfilled  their  duty,  and 
who  are  now  seeking  to  protect  the  public  from  quacks,  and  to  place  qualified 
men  from  all  parts  of  the  world  on  an  equality  with  themselves,  may  fairly 
and  properly  be  entrusted  with  the  administration  of  a  more  liberal  and 
equitable  Act.  Yours,  &c.,

OPENING  OF  THE  NEW  TECHNOLOGICAL  MUSEUM. 

The  Technological  Museum,  which  has  been  erected  in  Harris-street^ 
Ultimo,  at  a  cost  of  about  £20,000,  was  opened  by  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  on  the  afternoon  of  the  4th,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  gathering 
of  citizens.  Sir  Robert  Duff  was  accompanied  by  Lady  Duff,  and  attended 
by  Mr.  Galton,  private  secretary,  and  Captain  Baird,  A.D.C.  In  honour  of 
the  visit  of  the  Governor  a  guard  of  honour,  composed  of  Public  School 
Cadets,  and  also  a  combined  Public  schools  drum  and  fife  band,  were  drawn 
up  in  front  of  the  building.  There  were  present  to  receive  Sir  Robert  and 
Lady  Duff  the  Minister  for  Public  Instruction  (Hon.  F.  B.  Suttor),  the 
Under-Secretary  for  Instruction  (Mr.  E.  Johnson),  the  Superintendent  of 
Technical  Education  (Mr.  F.  Bridges),  and  other  departmental  officers. 
The  visitors  included  Dr.  Garran  and  Mr.  A.  Kelly,  M.L.A.  Miss 
Gertrude  Maiden  presented  Lady  Duff  with  a  bouquet.  The  new  building 
rises  to  a  height  of  75ft.  It  is  183ft.  long  by  50ft.  wide,  and  has  a  base¬ 
ment  storey  under  one-half  of  its  length.  There  are  three  whole  storeys 
each  15ft.  high,  and  one  attic  storey  in  the  roof.  The  style  adopted 
corresponds  with  that  of  the  adjoining  Technical  College,  being  an  attempt 
to  adapt  the  spirit  of  Romanesque  to  the  necessities  and  materials  of  the 
present  day.  The  form  of  the  building  being,  necessarily  for  convenience, 
simple,  no  picturesque  breaking  up  of  outline  could  be  attempted.  Ti  e 
principle  materials  used  being  brick,  effect  has  been  sought  by  having  regard 
to  the  harmony  of  colour.  Each  floor  is  divided  transversely  into  bays  16ft. 
wide,  which,  while  providing  separate  compartments  to  facilitate  the 
classification  of  the  exhibits  into  groups,  and  simplifying  the  study  by 
visitors  of  the  different  kinds  of  specimens,  afford  an  amount  of  wall  space 
(on  the  cross-partitions)  for  the  exhibition  of  maps,  diagrams,  &c.  The 
amount  of  floor  space  on  each  floor  is  9150  square  feet,  and  of  wall  space 
6000ft.,  making  in  all  27,450ft.  of  floor  space  and  18,000ft.  of  wall  space, 
exclusive  of  the  basement,  which  can  be  used  for  heavy  and  rough  exhibits. 
The  attic  will  be  used  for  workrooms  and  for  packing  and  unpacking 
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specimens  to  be  received  or  despatched.  There  is  a  projecting  central 
portion  of  the  building  containing  a  handsome  staircase  which  extends  from 
basement  to  attic,  and  six  large  rooms  intended  for  offices  for  the  curator  and 
his  assistants. 

His  Excellency,  in  declaring  the  museum  open,  pointed  out  that  the 
establishment  of  a  technological  museum  in  this  city  originated  with  the 
trustees  of  the  Australian  Museum,  who,  on  the  motion  of  Sir  Alfred 
Roberts  on  August  6th,  1878,  affirmed  that  it  was  desirable  that  one  should 
be  established.  The  museum  was  taken  as  a  part  of  a  general  scheme  of 
technical  education  by  the  Department  of  Publice  Instruction  on  the  1st 
January,  1890.  He  congratulated  the  department  upon  having  such  an 
excellent  structure  in  which  to  house  the  exhibits.  It  would  be  quite 
unnecessary  for  him  to  enlarge  upon  the  benefits  an  institution  like  that  con¬ 
ferred  upon  the  public.  He  had  no  doubt  it  did  for  this  community  what 
the  South  Kensington  Museum  did  for  England.  The  South  Kensington 
institution  had  been  of  immense  advantage  to  all  sections  of  the  English 
people,  and  especially  to  artisans  and  working  men,  by  introducing  to  and 
keeping  them  acquainted  with  new  designs  used  by  foreign  countries  in  art 
and  manufacture.  The  Sydney  Museum  was  affiliated  with  museums  at  West 
Maitland,  Goulburn,  Bathurst,  and  Newcastle.  During  the  past  year  the 
Sydney  Museum  was  visited  by  144,253  people.  He  was  glad  to  know  that 
the  study  of  native  flowers  was  promoted  by  it.  Lady  Duff  took  a  special 
interest  in  that  subject,  and  intended  to  offer  a  prize  for  native  flowers  in 
connection  with  one  of  their  exhibitions.  (Cheers.) 

Mr.  Suttor  thanked  the  Governor  and  Lady  Duff  for  coming  to  the 
museum,  and  said  that  he  was  convinced  that  such  an  institution  as  that 
could  not  fail  to  be  of  benefit  to  those  who  visited  it.  He  hoped  that  the 
museum  would  be  of.  great  assistance  to  students  of  both  the  Technical 
College  and  the  High  School.  In  regard  to  the  technical  education  branch 
of  the  department  over  which  he  had  the  honour  to  preside,  he  had  effected 
a  considerable  saving  without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  department. 
His  object  was  to  make  the  technical  classes  as  far  as  possible  self- 
supporting. 

Cheers  having  been  given  for  the  Queen,  the  Governor,  Lady  Duff,  and 
the  Minister,  the  visitors  were  conducted  over  the  various  departments  of  the 
museum.

THE  COLLEGE  OF  PHARMACY. 

The  first  course  of  lectures  for  the  year  1893  closed  on  the  14th  July, 
and  the  following  reports  were  receivel  from  the  Lecturers  in  reference  to  the

work  done  :  — 

REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  CHEMICAL  LABORATORY. 

“  I  beg  to  report  that  the  first  course  of  lectures  on  Chemistry  and 
Practical  Chemistry  terminated  on  Friday,  14th  July.  Sixty  lectures  on 
Chemistry,  and  thirty-seven  demonstrations  in  Practical  Chemistry  were 
delivered  to  a  class  of  nineteen  students.  The  time  so  far  has  been  chiefly 
taken  up  with  the  consideration  of  physics  relating  to  chemistry,  the  follow¬ 
ing  subjects  having  been  discussed  as  fully  as  time  would  permit  : — Matter, 
Force,  Law  of  Conservation  of  Energy,  Gravitation,  Weights  and  Measures, 
The  Balance,  Density  and  Specific  Gravity,  The  Barometer,  Pumps,  Syphon, 
Physical  Properties  of  Gases,  the  Air  Pump,  Boyle's  Law,  Liquefaction  of 
Gases,  Critical  Point,  Molecular  Attraction,  Diffusion,  Dialysis,  Adhesion, 
Capillarity,  Solution,  Crystallisation,  Co-relation  of  the  Physical  Forces* 
Heat,  The  Dynamical  Theory,  Sources  of  Heat,  Thermometers,  Conduction, 
Radiation,  Ebullition,  Distillation,  Evaporation,  Latent  Heat,  Freezing 
Mixtures,  Specific  Heat,  Mechanical  Equivalent  of  Heat,  Light,  Elementary 
Facts,  and  the  Fundamental  Phenomena  of  Electricity  and  Magnetism. 

“  The  subjects  under  the  heading  Elementary  and  Chemical  Philosophy 
were  next  considered,  and  after  these  the  study  of  the  History,  Preparation, 
Properties,  and  Uses  of  the  Inorganic  Elements  was  commenced.  In  the 
laboratory  the  students  have  been  engaged  examining  qualitatively  the  chief 
soluble  and  insoluble  chemical  substances  of  pharmaceutical  interest,  and  in 
the  next  course  we  hope  to  examine  as  many  of  the  well-known  chemicals  as 
possible,  quantitatively,  by  volumetric  analysis.  Throughout  the  course  the 
pharmaceutical  points  have  been  specially  emphasized,  and  the  students  have 
been  encouraged  to  make  little  researches  at  home,  with  most  pleasing  results 
in  a  few  instances. 

“  I  would  respectfully  point  out  to  masters  that  chemistry  is  a  very  exact 
science,  requiring  careful  and  minute  study,  and  consequently  a  large 
amount  of  time  is  required  by  the  student  if  he  is  to  pass  successfully. 
In  fact,  the  course  in  chemistry,  botany,  and  materia  medica  is  a  very  heavy 
year’s  work  in  itself,  even  if  the  apprentice  had  nothing  else  to  do  but  attend 
to  his  college  work,  and  one  cannot  help  thinking  that  deserving  students 
are  sometimes  disheartened  through  not  getting  enough  time  for  reading. 

“  Monthly  Test  Examinations  have  been  held  with  the  following 
results  : — Mr.  Shanassy,  first,  average  93.25  per  cent.  ;  Mr.  Leete,  second, 
average  87.5 ;  Mr.  Jelfs,  third,  average  83.5  :  Mr  Beckingsale,  fourth, 
average  79.5  ;  Mr.  Denby,  fifth,  average  79.25  ;  Mr.  Miller,  sixth,  average 
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78.25  ;  Mr.  Buzza,  seventh,  average  75.75  ;  Mr.  Williams,  eighth,  average 
71.25.  The  above  gained  over  70  per  cent.  It  is  my  intention  to  present  a 
prize  to  the  student  who  obtains  the  highest  average  during  the  year. 

“  In  addition  to  the  above  written  examinations  they  have  been 
-examined  orally  every  week.  The  attendance  has  been  good,  and  the 
greatest  interest  and  enthusiasm  has  been  man  tested  in  the  work,  and  as  a 
eonsequence  the  general  bearing  of  the  class  has  been  excellent.  Mr.  Rome 
has  rendered  us  valuable  assistance.  P.  W.  Farmer.” 

REPORT  OF  THE  LECTURER  OF  BOTANY  AND  MATERIA  MEDICA. 

“  I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  the  first  course  of  lectures  terminated 
on  the  14th  ult.,  and  that  twenty  students  attended  in  Botany  and  Materia 
Medica  respectively. 

“  In  Botany  the  Structural  and  Physiological  part  of  the  course  has 
been  completed,  leaving  the  Natural  Orders  to  be  studied  in  the  lecture  room 
and  in  the  field.  In  Materia  Medica,  also,  the  usual  ground  has  been  covered 
.in  the  study  of  drugs  of  vegetable  origin,  according  to  their  Natural 
Orders. 

“  The  monthly  examinations  in  both  subjects  have  been  well  attended, 
.and  there  is  a  healthy  rivalry  amongst  the  students  in  these  |  eriodical  tests. 
The  season  ?for  excursions  is  now  approaching,  and  the  first  important  one 
will  be  to  the  Government  Scent  Farm,  at  Dunolly.  The  one  hundred  and 
sixty  meteria  medica  specimens  received  from  the  curator  of  the  museum  of 
the  Parmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  are  being  arranged  in  cases,  and 
the  duplicates  sorted  out,  preliminary  to  the  writing  out  of  the  catalogue  of 
the  Meteria  Medica  Museum. 

“  The  conduct  of  the  students  has  been  quite  satisfactory.

REPORT  OF  THE  LECTURER  ON  PHARMACY. 

“I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  the  second  term  of  lectures  on 
Practical  Pharmacy  to  the  medical  students  of  the  Melbourne  University 
was  completed  on  the  19th  July. 

“  Thirty-two  students  were  enrolled  as  members  of  the  class,  the 
majority  being  second  year  medical  students.  The  remainder  are  in  their 
first  year.  These  latter  do  not  attend  the  University  lectures  on  Materia 
Medica,  and  are  not  permitted  to  attend  hospital  work  and  practice  ;  hence 
.much  of  the  advantage  of  a  course  of  Pharmacy  is  lost  to  them  ;  but  of  this 
fact  they  were  made  aware,  and  they  were  advised  to  wait  till  they  entered 
their  second  year. 

“  The  work  of  the  terms  has  comprehended  a  full  study  of  the  drugs  of 
the  inorganic  kingdom.  The  various  pharmaceutical  processes  have  been 
explained.  Compounding  and  dispensing  of  medicines  have  been  practised 
assiduously,  and  helpful  notes  on  the  allied  subjects  of  Materia  Medica  and 
Therapeutics  have  rendered  the  course  doubly  interesting  to  students  in  their 
medical  education.  The  art  of  prescribing  has  again  been  thoroughly  taught, 
and  the  students  have  devoted  themselves  to  prescription  writing,  both  in 
class  and  at  home.  This  branch  of  our  work  is  made  an  important  feature, 
.and  never  fails  to  attract  the  deepest  interest. 
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“  At  the  close  of  each  term  examinations  were  held,  and  the  work  of 
some  of  the  students  was  of  a  high  order  of  merit. 

“  I  am  pleased  to  report  also  that  discipline  continues  to  be  of  a  high 
order,  and  is  well  maintained. 

“  One  of  the  students  by  reason  of  illness  has  been  compelled  to 
relinquish  work  for  this  year  and  return  to  the  country.

THE  MUSEUM. 

Mr.  Pincus,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  who  undertook  the  re-arrange¬ 
ment  of  a  portion  of  the  museum  specimens,  reported  that  the  whole  of  the 
drugs  and  chemicals  purchased  at  the  late  International  Exhibition  hadbeen 
o-one  over  and  classified  during  the  winter  recess  of  the  college  ;  the 
catalogue  of  the  museum  was  now  in  course  of  preparation  and  would  shortly 
be  ready. 

The  160  specimens  received  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  had  also  been  arranged.  The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

THE  MEMBERS’  ROLL. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  a 
satisfactory  response  had  been  made  to  the  intimation  sent  to  members,  that 
their  subscriptions  remain  unpaid,  and  that  the  hope  might  now  be 
entertained  that  no  great  falling  off  in  the  subscriptions  of  the  year  would 
occur. 

THE  GOVERNMENT  GRANT  TO  THE  COLLEGE  OF  PHARMACY. 

Mr.  Shillinglaw  said  that  it  would  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  the 
Council  to  learn  that  the  grant  to  the  College  had  again  been  placed  on  the 
estimates  for  the  year  1893-9  ,  and  that  the  first  instalment  had  been  paid. 

Correspondence  inwards  and  outward  was  dealt  with,  and  the  Council 
adjourned.

The  Board  were  of  opinion  that  they  came  within  the  section,  and  it 
was  resolved  that  they  be  informed  that  the  partnership  is  illegal. 

— As  provided  by  section  84  of 
the  Medical  Act,  notice  was  sent  to  59  persons  whose  names  appear  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Register  of  Victoria,  asking  if  they  had  changed  their 
addresses.

TWELFTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  twelfth  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Queensland 
took  place  on  Wednesday  morning,  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  Edward 
street.  There  was  a  large  attendance  of  members,  associates,. 
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students,  and  delegates  from  various  parts  of  the  colony.  The  president 
(Mr.  J.  H.  Fitzgibbon)  presided. 

MEETING  OF  COUNCIL. 

A  meeting  of  the  council  took  place  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  Amongst 
the  other  business  transacted  was  the  election  of  Mr.  A.  M’Lelland,  pharma¬ 
ceutical  chemist,  Rockhampton.  Mr.  J.  H.  Goldsmith,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Brisbane,  was  nominated  as  a  member  by  Messrs.  W.  J.  Trouton 
and  W.  A.  M‘Guffie,  and  Messrs.  Mortimer  and  A.  Wright  were  nominated 
as  associate  members.  The  report  of  the  council,  together  with  the  treasurer’s 
statement  for  1892-93,  and  auditors’  report  were  submitted  for  approval  and 
adopted.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  A.  B.  Chater,  Professor  Attfield  (London) 
and  Baron  Sir  F.  von  Muller  (Melbourne)  were  elected  honorary  and  corres¬ 
ponding  members.  A  similar  honour  was  conferred  upon  Mr.  J.  Shirley,  B. 
Sc.,  lecturer  on  botany  to  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  Mr.  W.  Soutter  upon 
the  nomination  of  Messrs.  G.  Watkins  and  A.  W.  Field  respectively.  The 
Hon.  Horace  Tozer,  M.L.A.,  Colonial  Secretary,  wrote,  regretting  he  was 
unable  to  be  present,  and  expressing  himself  as  very  anxious  to  assist  in  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  pharmacy.  Mr.  Tozer  invited  suggestions  from  the  members  of 
the  society  as  to  any  amendments  which  might  be  considered  necessary  in  the 
existing  laws  relating  to  pharmacy,  and  especially  as  to  the  best  means  to 
provide  a  fund  sufficient  to  promote  the  interests  of  pharmacy,  and  to  ad¬ 
minister  the  present  Pharmacy  Act  dealing  with  the  subject  without  the 
necessity  of  a  recourse  to  the  Treasury  for  the  purpose.  The  councillors  pre¬ 
sent  expressed  themselves  as  being  much  pleased  at  the  interest  Mr.  Tozer 
was  taking  in  pharmaceutical  matters.  Letters  were  also  read  from  the  local 
secretaries  of  Gympie,  Bundaberg,  Rockhampton,  Ipswich,  &c.,  conveying 
congratulations  to  the  council  upon  the  twelfth  anniversary.  Some  of  the 
communications  referred  to  the  uselessness  of  the  present  Poisons  Act  as  a 
protection  to  the  public,  and  strongly  commented  upon  the  laxity  of  the  law, 
which  allowed  unqualified  men  to  compete  with  those  who  by  statute  had 
become  qualified.  annual  meeting. 

Amongst  the  members  present  were  the  president,  Crs.  A.  W.  Field,  G. 
M  atkins,  A.  B.  Chater,  W.  Taylor,  D.  J.  Clarke,  Moses  Ward,  A.  S.  Den¬

J.  Christensen,  A.  Burman,  F.  Todd,  Bissett,  J.  J.  Cormack,  A.  O’Drane, 
L.  Thompson,  E  Budgett,  A.  Gordon,  and  W.  Ryott-Maughan,  secretary. 

M  r.  Blake  intimated  that  he  had  received  a  wire  from  the  Rockhampton 
members,  asking  him  to  represent  them  at  the  annual  meeting.  (Applause. ) 

WELCOME  TO  MEMBERS. 

The  president,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  took  the  opportunity  to  welcome 
the  provincial  and  metropolitan  members  of  the  association,  and  expressed  his 
great  pleasure  at  seeing  so  many  present,  especially  country  members,  upon 
whom  the  success  of  the  society  so  largely  depended,  and  in  conclusion  of  a 
forcible  and  sympathetic  speech  trusted  that  the  sun  of  prosperity  would  soon 
shine  upon  the  Society  and  Queensland.  (Applause.) 
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ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Mr.  Ryott-Maughan  (secretary)  then  read  the  annual  report  of  the  couhcil, 
(which,  unfortunately,  owing  to  want  of  space  has  had  to  be  condensed,)  and 
the  honorary  treasurer,  Mr.  Chater,  submitted  the  balance-sheet,  &c.  The 
report  explained  that  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  council  had  taken 
place  during  the  year.  Like  many  other  institutions,  the  society  had  to  be  a 
participator  in  the  troublous  financial  crisis,  which  had  given  the  finances  of 
the  society  a  temporary  shock  ;  the  council,  however,  felt  assured  that  with 
the  return  of  prosperity  to  the  colony  a  resuscitation  of  interest  and  vigour 
would  take  place,  and  the  members  would  become  better  enabled  to  better 
their  condition  professionally,  intellectually  and  socially.  The  report  referred 
to  the  deaths  of  Mr.  David  Clarke,  Maryborough,  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
society,  and  also  Dr.  Griffin,  who  had  from  the  time  of  his  arrival  in  Queens¬ 
land  closely  identified  himself  with  pharmacy  and  those  connected  with  it. 
Touching  the  relationship  which  should  exist  between  medical  men  and  phar¬ 
macists,  the  report  quoted  from  a  speech  made  in  May  last  by  Sir  Andrew 
Clarke,  M.D.,  F.R.S.,  in  which  he  stated,  ‘‘Pharmacy  was  a  profession  which 
maintained  the  ancient  glory  of  England,  for  it  was  still  remarkable  for  tho¬ 
roughness  and  fidelity  to  truth — qualities  which  in  many  occupations  were 
conspicuous  by  their  absence.  Pharmacists  had  greatly  increased  their  educa¬ 
tional  status,  and  will  continue  to  do  so,  and  thus  give  the  medical  man  confi¬ 
dence  in  his  own  work  as  well  as  theirs  ;  and,  in  fact,  as  his  predecessor  said 
4,000  years  ago — the  physician  owed  the  pharmacist  a  great  deal  of  gratitude.’ 
Then  followed  a  very  exhaustive  and  comprehensive  resume  of  the  state  of 
pharmaceutical  legislation  in  the  Australian  colonies  and  New  Zealand 
bringing  forward  all  the  important  phases  of  new  legislation  introduced 
during  the  past  year.  The  present  Poisons  Act  was  considered  an  almost 
useless  statute  in  its  present  form.  Victorian,  Tasmanian,  and  New  South 
Wales,  and  New  Zealand  legislation  in  respect  of  safeguarding  the  public 
against  the  indiscriminate  sale  and  use  of  poisons  were  certainly  examples  to 
follow.  The  Pharmacy  Act  of  Queensland,  1884,  also  needed  amendment. 
Reference  was  also  made  to  the  grave  practice  of  unqualified  men  conducting 
pharmacies.  The  Act  imposed  certain  restrictions  as  to  who  should  call 
themselves  pharmacists,  but  anybody  could,  in  Queensland,  open  a  pharmacy, 
be  they  ever  so  unqualified,  and  obtain  the  use  of  a  name  of  some  registeied 
absentee  pharmacist.  Only  duly  registered  chemists  under  the  Act  should 
be  allowed  to  carry  on  the  practice  of  pharmacy.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
provincial  members  should  be  invited  to  offer  suggestions  with  regard  to  the 
amendment  of  the  present  statute.  The  International  Pharmaceutical 
Congress  at  Chicago,  to  be  held  on  the  21st  instant,  was  also  referred  to, 
and  also  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Thomas  Ingham,  M.P.S  ,  as  the  Queensland 
■  accredited  delegate.  Mr.  Ingham  being  an  exhibitor  of  Queensland 
medicinal  products  at  the  World’s  Fair,  has  thus  undertaken  the  dual  position 
of  delegate  to  a  professional  assemblage,  and  that  of  a  commercial  representa¬ 
tive.  The  opening  up  of  a  new  channel  of  communication  with  pharmaceutical 
^bodies  in  Canada  and  in  America  was  also  touched  upon.  It  was  hoped  that 
the  question  of  international  reciprocity  would  be  discussed,  and  that  some 
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effort  would  be  made  to  amend  the  colonial  laws,  which  would  prevent 
pharmacists  from  Great  Britain  becoming  registered  elsewhere,  unless  the 
colonial  chemist  got  a  quid  pro  quo.  The  meeting  of  the  Australian 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  in  Brisbane  next  year  was  also 
referred  to,  and  the  council  expressed  the  hope  that  members  of  the  profession 
would  become  members,  and  prepare  papers  embracing  such  economic 
properties  as  would  be  of  value  to  pharmacy,  as  well  as  stimulate  its 
commercial  aspect.  The  report  dealt  at  length  upon  the  question  of  reducing 
the  hours  of  labour  in  pharmacies,  and  touched  upon  the  laws  of  the 
Australian  colonies  and  New  Zealand  bearing  upon  the  subject.  The  hope 
was  expressed  that  ere  long  that  pharmacists  would  resolve  upon  following  the 
New  Zealand  system  of  early  closing.  The  inclusion  of  the  names  of  Messrs. 
A.  VV.  Field  (past  president),  A.  B.  Chater  (treasurer),  and  W.  Ryott- 
Maughan  (secretary)  upon  the  Foundation  Committee  of  the  university 
extension  scheme  was  also  thought  worthy  of  record,  for  as  a  learned  society 
its  objects  were  largety  educational.  Mr.  Ryott-Maughan  (secretary)  had, 
last  year,  suggested  that  a  better  method  of  representation  of  members  upon 
the  executive  might  be  formulated,  that  each  councillor  should  represent 
certain  pharmaceutical  districts  in  the  colony.  The  scheme  suggested  had 
met  with  absolute  unanimity,  and  much  enthusiasm  was  evinced  by  members 
in  the  provincial  districts.  Meetings  had  been  held  in  various  centres  of  the 
colony,  and  resolutions  had  been  sent  down  to  the  council  expressing  approval 
of  the  scheme.  Councillor  Blake  had  given  notice  to  move  in  the  matter  at 
the  annual  meeting.  The  council  eulogised  the  efforts  of  the  local  secretaries 
in  Charters  Towers,  Mr.  W.  Griffiths,  M.P.S.  ;  Townsville,  Mr.  Cromwell 
Ridgley,  M.P.S.  ;  Maryborough,  Mr.  Harrop,  M.P.S.  ;  Ipswich,  Messrs.  F. 
Heeney  and  G.  [.  Hudson,  MM.P.S.  ;  Gympie,  Mr.  Alex.  J.  Brown, 
M.P.S.  ;  Rockhampton,  Mr.  H.  Stainer  ;  and  also  to  members  of  the  society 
generally,  for  the  loyal  and  cordial  assistance  rendered.  The  three  associate 
members  who  had  presented  themselves  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for 
their  final  examination — Messrs.  Saunders  (Cunnamulla),  Mackay  (Thar- 
gomindah),  and  Garrot  (Laidley) — had  been  awarded  the  much-coveted 
distinction  of  “  with  honours.”  The  council  had  also  received  many  messages 
of  sympathy  from  all  parts  of  Australia  in  connection  with  those  members 
who  had  suffered  by  flood.  Owing  to  the  state  of  the  public  exchequer,  the 
Minister  for  Education  had  been  unable  to  accede  to  the  council’s  request  to 
reinstate  the  College  of  Pharmacy  grant  of  £100,  which  it  was  in  receipt  of 
during  1890  and  1891.  The  council  appealed  to  the  students  to  do  their 
best  under  the  circumstances.  At  the  same  time  the  standard  of  proficiency 
must  be  maintained  some  way  or  other.  The  Chemists’  Assistants’  Institute 
had  also  done  excellent  work  in  furthering  their  professional  status  by  the 

reading  of  scientific  papers  from  time  to  time.  Applications  had  been 
received  from  qualified  gentlemen  offering  their  services  for  the  position  held 

by  the  late  Dr.  Griffin.  The  thanks  of  the  society  were  due  to  the  Telegraph 
and  Courier  and  provincial  newspapers  for  the  space  afforded  for  the 
publication  of  the  proceedings  of  the  society,  as  well  as  to  the  well-conducted 
and  excellent  official  organ,  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australia.  A  paper 
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on  “  Pharmacy  Laws  of  the  Empire  ”  had  been  delivered  during  the  year  by 
the  secretary.  During  the  year  the  committee  had  held  nine  meetings,  and 
there  had  been  one  special  and  two  ordinary  meetings  of  members.  It  was 
hoped  that  no  stone  would  be  left  unturned  until  the  few  pharmacists  in  the 
colony  who  had  not  yet  become  members  had  joined  the  society.  (Applause.) 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said  it  would  be  a 
very  valuable  record.  It  was  a  very  exhaustive  report,  and  the  thanks  of  the 
society  were  due  to  the  secretary,  Mr.  Ryott-Maughan,  who  had  been 
instrumental  in  drawing  it  up.  He  must  have  read  deeply,  and  kept  an 
accurate  record  of  information  interesting  to  the  society.  He  hoped  the 
society  would  be  more  successful  in  the  future  than  in  the  past.  Let  the 
members  be  always  open  to  improvement,  and  try  to  improve  themselves. 
Mr.  Maughan  had  been  a  most  valuable  secretary,  and  he  trusted  the  society 
would  be  able  to  retain  his  services,  (Applause.) 

Mr  Hughes  (of  Maryborough)  seconded  the  motion,  and  Mr.  Rose  (of 
Hughenden)  supported  the  motion. 

Mr.  Costin  said  the  report  was  very  exhaustive,  and  would  form  a  very 
excellent  record.  He  referred  to  the  value  of  the  College  of  P  harmacy 
The  report  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

ELECTON  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  two  retiring  auditors,  Messrs.  Costin  and  Cormack,  were  re-elected, 
and  the  retiring  councillors,  Messrs.  D.  J.  Clarke,  A.  W.  Field,  W.  Taylor, 
and  M.  Ward  were  re-elected,  unopposed,  to  the  council  for  three  years. 

VOTES  OF  THANKS. 

Votes  of  thanks  were  accorded  to  the  out-going  council  and  officers  ;  the 
hon.  local  secretaries  and  the  publishers  of  the  Chemist  and  Druggist,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal ,  the  British  and  Colonial  Druggist  (London),  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia ,  the  Australain  Journal  of  Pharmacy, 
(Melbourne),  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal  of  Australasia  (Sydney),  Messrs. 
Elliott  Bros.,  the  Lancet ,  the  metropolitan  press  and  auditors. 

REPRESENTATION  OF  COUNTRY  MEMBERS. 

Cr.  E.  Blake  moved — “  That  the  constitution  and  rules  be  altered  so 
as  to  clearly  define  the  aims  and  objects  of  the  society,  and  make  provision 
for  the  representation  on  the  council  of  the  members  residing  in  the  country 
districts.”  The  motion  was  intended,  he  said,  as  a  step  towards  giving 
country  members  an  opportunity  to  take  greater  interest  in  the  society  through 
the  medium  of  a  better  method  of  representation,  and  the  alteration  would 
enable  the  society  to  act  more  concertedly  when  desirous  of  influencing 
country  members  of  the  assembly  on  legislative  topics.  There  was  a  general 
feeling  in  favour  of  some  such  provision  being  made  for  country  members’ 
representation  on  the  council.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Rose  seconded  the  motion,  concurring  with  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Blake* 

Messrs.  Watkins  and  Fitzgibbon  and  others  approved  of  the  desire 
embodied  in  the  motion,  which  was  unanimonsly  agreed  to  amid  loud 
applause.  mr.  f.  m.  bailey,  colonial  botanist. 

Cr.  Walkins  moved — “  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  observe  with 
regret  that  the  Government  propose  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  the 
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Colonial  Botanist  (Mr.  F.  M.  Bailey),  whose  researches  have  been  of  the 
greatest  value  to  science  throughout  the  world,  and  whose  advice  and 
assistance  have  always  readily  been  given  to  pharmaceutical  students.’’ 
Several  gentlemen  testified  to  the  value  of  Mr.  Bailey’s  services,  and  the  loss- 
that  would  result  from  them  being  dispensed  with,  both  from  scientific  and 
commercial  points  of  view.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  P.  N.  Coughlan,  on  behalf  of  the  Chemists’  Assistants’  Institute  of 
Queensland,  endorsed  the  remarks  of  a  recent  deputation  on  the  subject. 
As  students,  they  were  fully  aware  of  the  great  benefit  botanical  science  was 
deriving  from  the  presence  of  Mr.  Bailey  in  the  community.  The  students 
trusted  the  Government  would  awake  to  a  sense  of  duty  and  retain  Mr. 
Bailey’s  services.  (Applause.) 

The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

The  retiring  President  having  thanked  the  councillors,  members,  and 
secretary  for  their  assistance  during  the  past  year,  the  proceedings  of  the 
annual  meeting  terminated. 

COUNCIL  MEETING. 

At  a  council  meeting  immediately  following  the  annual  meeting,  Mr.. 
A.  S.  Denham  was  elected  president  of  the  society,  Mr.  H.  W.  Thomson 
vice-president,  Mr.  A.  B.  Chater  hon.  treasurer,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Ilyott- 
Maughan  secretary. 

REUNION. 

A  supper  was  given  in  the  evening,  when  about  60  members  and  friends 
assembled,  and  all  present  agreed  that  a  very  memorable  day  for  pharmacy 
had  been  spent. 

The  newly-elected  President,  Mr.  A.  S.  Denham,  presided,  and  was> 
supported  on  the  right  by  ex-President  Fitzgibbon.  Councillors,  E.  C. 
Blake  (Rockhampton),  A.  W.  Field,  Past-Presiient,  W.  Taylor,  Past- 
President,  D.  J.  Clarke,  Past- President,  and  on  the  left  by  Mr.  R.  Rose 
(Hughendon,  North  Queensland),  councillors  Geo.  Watkins  ;  Past-President^ 
Moses  Ward  and  Messrs.  Bissett  (Victoria),  J.  Craddock  Towle,  M.P.S.Q. 
(New  South  Wales),  and  amongst  the  other  gentleman  present  were  also 
Messrs.  McDermont  (Charters  Towers),  G.  Page  (Ipswich),  Simmonds 
(Toowong),  Christenson  (Copenhagen).  Representatives  of  the  Brisbane 
Courier ,  The  Telegraph,  The  Pharmaceuti  cal  Journal  of  Australasia ,  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia ,  and  The  Australian  Journal  of 
Pharmacy  were  also  present.  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Prosser  Taylor 
&  Co.,  Thomason  Chater  &  Co.  were  represented  by  Messrs.  F.  Todd,  W. 
O’Keefe  and  A.  B.  Chater  respectively.  Numbers  of  the  well-known 
Pharmacists’  Assistants  and  Apprentices  were  also  present.  Mr.  Ryott- 
Mauglian,  General  Secretary,  being  all  over  the  place  keeping  the  machinery 
of  the  re-union  at  full  speed.  The  toast  list  was  somewhat  lengthy  though 
excellently  arranged,  included  “The  Queen,”  “The  Parliament  o 
Queensland,”  “  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,”  “  The  Board  of  Pharmacy,’ 

“  Our  Visitors,”  “Kindred  Societies  in  New  South  Wales,  Victoria,  South 
Australia,  West  Australia,  Tasmania  and  New  Zealand,  &c.”  “  The 

Chemists’  Assistants’  Institute,”  “  The  Ladies,”  “  Our  Chicago  Delegate- 
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Mr.  Thos.  Ingham,  M.P.S.”  “  The  retiring  President,  The  newly-elected 

President,  vice-President  and  Treasurer,”  “The  Secretary,  Mr.  Ryott- 
Maughan.” 

The  speeches  were  good,  and  some  of  the  “  Juniors  ”  astonished  the 
“  Seniors  ”  by  their  ^confidence  when  speaking,  and  the  President,  Messrs. 
Field,  Walter  Taylor,  W.  Costin,  Moses  Ward,  Geo.  Watkins,  Towle,  Page, 
McDermott,  Gordon,  O’Keefe,  Todd,  Thompson  and  Freeman  ( The  Courier ) 
were  amongst  the  speakers.  The  latter,  an  experienced  journalist,  who 
referred  to  the  day’s  proceedings  as  being  not  only  enjoyable  but  instructive, 
and  the  report  of  the  council  was  worthy  of  a  learned  society  in  any  part  of  the 
world,  and,  from  a  literary  point  of  view,  the  composition  was  amongst  the 
best  he  had  known,  and  the  Charters  Representation,  Mr.  J.  McDermott,  in 
an  excellent  speech,  proposed  the  toast  of  the  secretary  (Mr.  Ryott-Maughan), 
stating  that  although  he  had  heard  and  read  good  deal  of  that  gentleman,  he  had 
met  him  for  the  first  time  that  day,  and  since  the  short  interview  he  had  had 
with  him  after  the  annual  meeting,  he  (Mr.  McDermott)  had  felt  that  Mr. 
Maughan  was  his  friend.  (Applause.)  Mr.  Maughan  had  a  strange  way 
with  him  ;  he  had,  or  rather  his  words  had  a  great  influence  on  him  (Mr. 
McDermott).  (Applause.)  Mr.  Maughan  was  full  of  symyathy  for  his 
fellow-men,  and  appeared  to  worry  more  about  others  than  himself.  The 
provincial  pharmacists  of  the  colony  knew  the  value  of  their  secretary,  and  he 
believes  that  if  they  knew  that  his  salary  was  almost  nil ,  an  effort  would  soon 
be  made  to  see  that  Mr.  Maughan  should  be  paid  a  proper  salary. 
(Applause.)  The  toast  was  received  most  enthusiastically  with  musical 
honours,  after  which  Mr.  Maughan  rose  to  reply,  and  made  the  speech  of  the 
day.  Humour  and  satire  were  indulged  in,  but  the  speech  was  remarkable 
for  its  straight  hitching,  regarding  the  miserable  condition  of  the  majority  of 
Australian  pharmacists.  Mr.  Maughan  said  he  spoke  as  a  unionist,  as  one 
who  had  believed  in  unionism  ever  since  he  had  been  able  to  think  for 
himself,  who  believed  that  if  capital,  labour,  the  legal  and  medical  and  other 
professions  had  thought  fit  to  combine,  so  must  the  chemists  !  A  remark 
which  called  forth  loud  cheering — “  I  shall  not  rest — Mr.  Maughan  said, 
until  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Queensland  is  so  powerful,  its  members 
so  loyal,  that  to  injure  one  member  is  to  injure  every  member.”  (Great 
cheering.)  I  know  well  enough,  he  said,  although  not  a  pharmacist,  what 
you  gentlemen  have  to  put  up  with,  and  I  know  that  there  are  large  numbers 
of  respectable  pharmacists  in  Queensland  and  other  colonies  who  know  not 
where  to  find  their  bread  (several  voices  :  “  that’s  true  ”),  I  know,  too,  how 
those  who  are  in  business  have  their  very  humanity  knocked  out  of  them  by 
burdensome  and  overwhelming  business  worries.  (Applause.)  This  must  be 
altered,  and  it  shall  be  altered.  The  payment  of  a  paltry  guinea  subscription, 
and  the  receipt  of  journals  does  not  to  my  mind  complete  the  system  of 
membership  of  the  society.  The  society  must  not  only  be  a  learned  one  and 
a  financially  prosperous  one,  but  must  be  a  great  social  corporation  which 
shall  have  the  power  of  regenerating  the  commercial  aspect  of  the  profession. 
The  opening  up  and  putting  a  member  of  the  society  in  charge  of  a  pharmacy 
next  door  or  opposite  to  that  of  another  member  must  be  stopped. 
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(Applause.)  That  cursed  gross  and  unjust  competition  was  not  only 
disastrous  to  the  great  wholesale  houses,  but  was  cruelly  eating  into  the  social 
system  of  the  pharmacist.  (Applause.)  Chemists  were  human  beings,  they 
had  families  depending  upon  them,  and  how  to  provide  for  them  many  knew 
not  how  in  this  time  of  commercial  crisis.  The  little  ones  must  be  considered. 
(Applause.)  I  submit  that  the  chemist  must  not  depend  too  much  upon 
what  this  or  that  Government  or  Parliament  promises  to  do.  They  must 
send  men  to  Parliament  themselves.  (Applause.)  After  a  speech  of  half 
an  hour,  which  was  frequency  interrupted  with  applause,  Mr.  Maughan 
resumed  his  seat  amidst  cheering,  after  which  the  proceedings  closed. 


QUEENSLAND  ROYAL  SOCIETY. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Queensland  was  held  on  Saturday 
night,  July  22nd,  at  the  society’s  rooms,  Edward-street.  At  no  annual  meeting  of 
the  society  has  there  been  a  larger  attendance.  There  were  also  a  large  number 
of  ladies  and  gentlemen  present  as  visitors.  The  president,  Mr.  John  Shirley, 
B.Sc.,  presided. 

THE  council’s  REPORT. 

Mr.  Ryott-Maughan,  honorary  secretary,  read  the  report  of  the  council 
for  the  session  1892-93.  It  was  stated  among  other  matters  that  arrange¬ 
ments  had  been  made  by  the  Governing  Council  of  the  Australasian 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  to  hold  the  next  meeting  at 
Adelaide  during  the  month  of  September,  1893,  and  carrying  out  a  previous 
practice,  the  council  had  appointed  Messrs.  Norton,  de  Vis,  and  Shirley  as 
delegates  from  the  society,  and  his  Excellency  Sir  Henry  Norman  had  been  in¬ 
vited  to  again  act  as  one  of  the  representatives,  and  had  expressed  liis'willingness 
to  accede  to  the  council’s  request,  provided  his  official  duties  do  not  prevent  him 
from  so  doing.  As  a  result  of  the  general  depression  and  a  consequent  falling- 
off  of  income,  it  was  found [  necessary  to  temporarily  curtail  the  cost  of 
printing,  and  many  valuable  papers,  which  as  soon  as  funds  permit  will  be 
printed,  have  had  to  be  held  over.  Volume  VIII,  part  4,  to  which  reference 
was  made  in  the  previous  annual  report,  has  been  published  and  distributed. 
The  field  naturalists’  section  had  continued  the  practice  of  making  excursions 
into  the  country  whenever  convenient  opportunities  presented  themselves,  and 
the  accounts  of  their  explorations  and  of  the  collections  made  and  natural 
objects  noted  has  been  as  interesting  as  during  previous  years.  Many  of  the 
specimens  thus  obtained  had  been  carefully  prepared  and  submitted  for 
inspection,  accompanied  with  descriptive  sketches,  at  the  ordinary  meetings. 
Five  new  members  had  been  elected  during  the  past  year,  and  one  added  to 
the  list  of  associates.  There  were  14  resignations,  and  the  council  had,  with 
regret,  to  record  the  deaths  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Griffin  and  Messrs.  B.  Potthoff  and 
A.  W.  Clark. 

Mr.  Richard  Edwards  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  which  was 
seconded  by  the  Rev.  W.  Whale,  and  carried. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Sankey  (honorary  treasurer)  presented  the  statement  of  income 
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and  expenditure,  the  adoption  of  which  he  moved,  it  being  seconded  by  Mr. 
S.  W.  D’Arcy  Irvine,  and  carried. 

president’s  address. 

Mr.  Shirley  then  delivered  his  presidential  address,  which  he  had  entitled 
“  A  review  of  recent  botanical  work  in  Australia,”  in  which  he  made  reference 
to  his  work  in  connection  with  the  study  of  botany  during  the  past  15  years. 
After  paying  high  tribute  to  the  colonial  botanist  of  Queensland,  Mr.  F.  M. 
Bailey,  for  his  arduous  labours  in  connection  with  “the  foundation  of  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  plants  of  Queensland,”  which  was  laid  in  1883. 
Mr.  Shirley  referred  at  some  length  to  the  recent  Bailey-Mueller  controversy, 
and  announced  that  Mr.  Bailey  had  consented  to  co-operate  with  Baron  F. 
von  Mueller  in  the  issue  of  a  supplement  to  the  “  Flora  Australiensis.”  He 
also  referred  in  detail  to  the  botanical  researches  of  many  gentlemen  (whom  he 
named)  in  the  southern  colonies.  Touching  research  in  New  Guinea,  Mr. 
Shirley  said  :  “  A  knowledge  of  the  botany  of  New  Guinea  is  gradually  being 
acquired,  mainly  through  the  exertions  of  its  able  administrator,  Sir  William 
MacGregor,  and  all  plants  gathered  by  himself  or  officers  are  sent  to  Baron  F. 
von  Mueller  for  determination.  In  his  ‘  Brief  Notes  on  some  Papuan  Plants,’ 
published  in  the  4  Victorian  Naturalist  ’  of  November,  1892,  the  baron  says 
‘  already  towards  the  end  of  last  year  I  described  for  the  tenth  part  of  the 
“  Papuan  Plants  ”  several  remarkable  novelties.’  Bearing  in  mind  the  fact 
that  the  eastern  colonies  of  Australia  are  jointly  responsible  for  the  cost  of 
government  in  New  Guinea,  information  respecting  the  plants  collected  at 
their  joint  expense  should  flow  a  little  more  freely  from  Melbourne  than  it  does 
at  present.”  In  conclusion  the  president  said,  “  It  must  not  be  thought  for  a 
moment  that  a  complete  knowledge  of  our  Queensland  flora  has  been  gained > 
The  opening  of  the  North  Coast  railway  has  shown  that  many  so-called 
northern  species  have  a  much  more  southerly  range  than  has  hitherto  been 
suspected,  while  along  the  same  line  new  species  continue  to  be  brought  to 
light.  In  Cape  York  Peninsula,  on  the  shores  of  the  Gulf  of  Carpentaria, 
and  on  our  western  frontier,  there  are  large  areas  practically  as  yet  untouched^ 
There  is  also  a  large  field  for  collectors  in  the  long  narrow  strip  known  as 
the  desert  belt,  which  runs  paralled  to  and  west  of  the  Main  Range,  and  is 
crossed  by  travellers  to  Hughendon,  to  Aramac,  and  to  Goondiwindi. 
Although  poorly  grassed  this  belt  is  rich  in  flowering  shrubs,  many  of  them 
bearing  large  and  showy  blossoms  ;  and  among  these  are  yet  to  be  found 
plants  unclassed  by  the  botanist.”  Mr.  Shirley  resumed  his  seat  amidst 
applause. 

Mr.  R.  Gailey,  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Shirley  for  his 
admirable  address,  said  that  the  retiring  president  deserved  the  best  thanks  of 
the  members  of  the  society  for  his  untiring  and  zealous  efforts  on  behalf  of 
the  institution,  and  especially  in  the  interests  of  his  own  branch  of  scientific 
research. 

Mr.  A.  Meston  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  supported  by  Mr.  L. 
A.  Bernays,  and  carried  with  acclamation. 

the  retiring  secretary. 

The  Retiring  President  said  that  it  would  be  observed  that  a  change 
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would  this  year  take  place  in  the  position  of  honorary  secretary.  The  retiring 
lion,  secretary,  Mr.  Ryott-Maughan,  had  rendered  able  service  to  the  society 
during  the  past  four  years.,  He  had  devoted  much  time  and  not  a  little 
business  ability  to  carrying  on  a  most  important  branch  of  the  society’s  work — 
work  which  had  been  performed  honorarily,  while  his  courteous  demeanour  at 
all  times  had  been  appreciated  by  all  the  members  of  the  society.  It  was  with 
regret  that  the  council  learned  that  Mr.  Maughan  intended  to  retire  from  the 
position,  and  he  therefore  had  pleasure  in  moving  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  honorary  secretary,  Mr.  Ryott-Maughan,  for  the  able  services  he  had 
rendered  to  the  society  during  the  past  four  years. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Sankev  (hon.  treasurer),  seconded  the  resolution,  and  endorsed 
the  remarks  of  the  president.  The  vote  was  carried  with  applause. 

Mr.  Ryott-Maughan  thanked  the  president  and  members  of  the  society 
for  their  kind  appreciation  of  his  services.  His  interest  in  the  society  would 
not  diminish,  and  his  successor  (Mr.  Bailey),  the  son  of  a  very  respected 
citizen  as  well  as  a  great  scientist,  would  have  all  the  assistance  in  his  power.

Mr.  O’Connor  moved  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Turner,  the 
honorary  auditor,  who  had  for  so  many  years  given  them  the  benefit  of  his 
services.  Mr.  John  Brown  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  carried  unani¬ 
mously. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Turner,  in  replying,  referred  to  the  fact  that  his  duties  had 
been  rendered  comparatively  light  owing  to  the  method  and  care  exercised  by 
the  retiring  secretary.  the  new  president. 

The  newly-elected  president,  Mr.  R.  L.  Jack,  F.G.S.,  Government 
geologist,  having  been  escorted  to  the  chair  amidst  loud  applause,  thanked  the

THE  PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT  1893. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  Bill  to  be  submitted  to  Parliament  : — A 
Bill  entituled  an  Act  to  establish  a  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Western- 
Australia,  and  to  repeal  “  The  Poisons  Sale  Act  of  1879.” 

Whereas  it  is  desirable  to  make  better  provisions  for  preventing 
unqualified  persons  from  representing  themselves  to  be  competent  to  practise 
as  dispensing  chemists  and  druggists  or  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  whereas 
it  is  expedient  for  the  safety  of  the  public  to  regulate  the  sale  of  poisons  and 
to  make  provisions  for  the  exercise  of  proper  precautions  in  the  use  of  same.. 
Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Legislative  Assembly 
of  Western  Australia  in  Parliament  assembled  and  by  the  authority  of  the- 
same  as  follows  : — 
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1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  “  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  1893.” 

2.  The  Act  passed  in  the  forty-third  year  of  Her  Majesty’s  reign,  and 
called  and  known  as  “  The  Poisons  Sale  Act  1879,”  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
repealed. 

3.  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1894. 

4.  This  Act  is  divided  into  five  parts,  namely  : — Part  1 — The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Western  Australia  ;  part  2 — The  Pharmaceutical 
Register  of  Western  Australia  ;  part  3 — Registered  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  ; 
part  4 — Miscellaneous  ;  part  5 — Sale  and  Use  of  Poisons. 

PART  I. - THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  WESTERN  AUSTRALIA. 

5.  All  chemists  and  druggists  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act  shall  be 
and  be  deemed  to  be  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Western 
Australia. 

6.  Chemists  and  druggists  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act  shall  consist 
of  all  persons  who  for  any  period  within  two  years  before  the  date  of  the 
coming  into  operation  of  this  Act  shall  have  carried  on  in  Western  Australia 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  the  keeping  of  open  shop  for  the 
compounding  of  the  prescriptions  of  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners,  and 
also  of  all  such  persons  as  may  be  duly  registered  under  this  Act. 

7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Governor  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Executive  Council  may  appoint  a  Council,  consisting  of  a 
president  and  six  other  members  under  the  style  of  “  The  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Western  Australia,”  hereinafter  in  this  Act 
termed  “  The  Council.” 

8.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Council  who  is  not 
eligible  for  registration  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  at  the  expiration  of 
the  period  for  which  the  first  president  and  members  of  the  Council  shall  be 
appointed  to  hold  office,  no  person  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Council  unless 
he  be  a  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  unless  he  shall  have  been 
•elected  to  act  as  a  member  of  the  Council  by  the  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemists  of  Western  Australia.  And  no  person  shall  be  appointed  ag 
president  unless  he  be  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the 
other  members  of  the  Council  to  act  as  president.  Every  election  shall  be 
held  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Council, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor-in-Council. 

9.  The  first  president  and  members  of  Council  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
period  of  three  years,  and  no  person  shall  subsequently  be  elected  president 
or  member  of  the  Council  for  more  than  three  years,  but  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-election. 

If  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  Council  during  such  period,  the  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Western  Australia  may  elect  thereto  any 
registered  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  the  person  so  elected  shall  hold  office 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  for  which  the  member  whose  place  became  vacant 
was  appointed  or  elected,  and  no  longer. 

Every  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for 

members  of  the  Council. 

10.  A  quorum  of  the  Council  shall  consist  of  not  fewer  than  four 
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members  thereof,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  from  any  meeting  of 
the  Council,  one  of  the  members  shall  be  elected  chairman  of  that  meeting.. 

11.  The  Council  may  appoint  a  registrar,  deputy  registrar,  and  any 
other  officer  whom  they  may  require  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  having 
power  to  remove  the  said  officers  at  any  time,  and  may,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  make,  alter,  or  rescind  regulations  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  this  Act  into  effect.  Such  regulations  shall  not  have  any  force  or 
validity  until  they  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Governor-in-Council  and 
published  in  the  Government  Gazette  of  Western  Australia. 

12.  The  president  or  any  member  of  the  Council  may  examine  or 
question  any  person  attending,  or  any  witness  who  may  be  produced  before 
the  Council,  upon  oath  or  take  a  solemn  declaration  from  such  persons,  and 
if  any  such  person  shall  wilfully,  knowingly,  or  corruptly  make  any  false 
statement  upon  such  examination,  or  in  such  declaration,  or  shall  utter,  or 
attempt  to  utter,  or  put  off  as  true  any  false,  forged  or  counterfeit  diploma, 
degree,  license,  certificate,  or  other  document,  or  writing,  he  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  liable  to  be  imprisoned 
for  any  term  not  exceeding  two  years  with  or  without  hard  labour,  or  may  be 
dealt  with  under  any  other  law  applicable  to  his  offence. 

PART  II. - THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  REGISTER  OF  WESTERN  AUSTRALIA. 

13.  The  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  cause  the  names  of  all  persons5 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  pharmaceutical  chemists,  with  the  respective 
residences  or  places  of  business  of  such  chemists,  in  alphabetical  order 
according  to  the  surnames,  to  be  registered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the 
Council  for  that  purpose,  in  the  form  in  the  first  schedule  to  this  Act,  or  to- 
the  like  effect,  and  such  register  shall  be  called  “  The  Pharmaceutical 
Register  of  Western  Australia.” 

14.  The  Council  shall  in  the  month  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  in  each  year  thereafter 
cause  to  be  printed,  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a  reasonable  price,  a 
correct  register  of  all  pharmaceutical  chemists,  as  herein  provided,  and  a  copy  , 
of  such  register  for  the  time  being  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published 
with  the  authority  of  the  Council,  or  a  copy  of  the  Government  Gazetter 
purporting  to  contain  such  register  or  any  regulations  made  by  the  Council 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and  in  all  legal 
proceedings  whatsoever,  that  the  persons  specified  in  such  register  are- 
qualified  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  ;  or  that  such  regulations 
were  duly  made,  and  the  absence  of  the  name  of  any  person  from  such  , 
register  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  evidence  until  the  contrary  shall  be  made 
to  appear  that  such  person  is  not  a  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

15.  Previous  to  registration  or  examination  under  this  Act,  such  fees 
shall  be  payable  as  are  set  out  to  the  second  schedule  to  this  Act,  or  such 
other  fees  or  annual  subscriptions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  any 
regulations  hereafter  made  by  the  Council  in  accordance  with  this  Act,, 
subject  to  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  ;  and  the  said  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  registrar  of  the  Council  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act. 
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16.  The  Council  may  from  time  to  time  make  necessary  alterations  in 
the  registration  of  the  qualifications  and  addresses  of  persons  registered  under 
this  Act,  and  may  write  or  cause  to  be  written  a  letter  addressed  to  any 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  according  to  his  last  known  address,  to  inquire 
whether  he  has  changed  his  residence  or  place  of  business.  Such  letter  shall 
be  registered,  and  if  no  answer  be  returned  to  such  letter  within  the  period  of 
six  months  from  the  sending  thereof,  the  Council  may  erase  the  name  of  such 
person  from  the  register,  and  shall  restore  the  same  to  such  register  upon 
the  personal  application  of  such  person,  and  production  of  his  certificate  or 
satisfactory  proof  of  his  former  registration,  and  payment  of  all  fees  in  arrear. 

17.  Every  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist,  on  changing  his  residence 
or  place  of  business,  shall  intimate  the  same  to  the  Council  ;  and  every 
District  Registrar  appointed  under  the  Act  19  Vic.  No.  12,  or  any  Act 
amending  the  same,  on  receiving  information  of  the  death  of  any  registered 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  shall  forthwith  transmit  notice  thereof  by  post  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  Perth  ;  and  on  receipt  of  such 
notice  the  Registrar  shall  inform  the  Council  thereof,  and  the  Council  shall 
remove  the  name  of  such  chemist  from  “  The  Pharmaceutical  Register  of 
Western  Australia,”  and  every  District  Registrar  failing  to  transmit  such 
notice  as  aforesaid  within  two  months  of  the  date  of  receiving  information  of 
any  such  death  shall  be  liable  on  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  forty 

pounds. 

18.  If  any  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  be  convicted  of  any  offence 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  renders  him  unfit  to  be  on  the  Register, 
the  Governor-in- Council  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  Council,  order  the 
name  of  such  person  to  be  erased  from  such  register,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Council  to  erase  such  name  accordingly. 

PART  III. — REGISTERED  PHARMACEUTICAL  CHEMISTS. 

19.  Any  person  may  obtain  from  the  Council  a  certificate  or  diploma 
that  he  has  been  duly  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  if  he  shall  have 

attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  shall — 

(a)  For  at  least  two  years  before  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  this 
Act  have  carried  on  business  for  any  period  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist,  in  the  keeping  of  an  open  shop  in  the  Colony  of  Western 
Australia,  for  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  of 
legally  qualified  medical  practitioners. 

(b)  For  at  least  two  years  before  the  commencement  of  this  Act  shall 

have  been  continuously  employed  as  dispensing  assistant  in  an  open 
shop  as  aforesaid,  or 

(c)  For  at  least  three  years  before  the  date  of  commencement  of  this 

Act  shall  have  been  employed  as  a  dispensing  chemist  in  a  hospital, 
benevolent  asylum,  or  other  public  institution  in  W estern  Australia, 
or 

(d)  For  at  least  four  years  have  served  as  apprentice  in  the  business  of 
a  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  Western  Australia,  and 
shall  have  passed  examinations  before  the  Council  or  Examiners 
appointed  thereby  as  hereinafter  provided,  in  such  subjects  as  may 
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be  prescribed  by  the  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor-in 
Council, 

(e)  Hold  a  certificate  or  diploma  of  competency  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  or  as  a  chemist  and  druggist,  from  any  Society,  College, 
or  Board  of  Pharmacy  recognised  by  any  regulations  made  by  the 
Council  under  this  Act. 

20.  Any  person  applying  for  registration  under  qualifications  (a ),  (b ), 
or  (c)  must  make  a  declaration  in  the  form  given  in  the  fourth  schedule  to  this 
Act,  or  in  a  form  as  near  thereto  as  possible.  Any  person  applying  for 
registration,  possessed  of  the  qualifications  ( d )  must  also  furnish  a  certificate 
in  the  form  given  in  the  seventh  schedule  to  this  Act,  or  in  a  form  as  near 
thereto  as  possible.  Any  person  applying  for  registration  under  qualification 
( e )  in  the  said  section,  must  accompany  his  application  by  the  certificate  or 
diploma  on  which  he  bases  such  application,  for  the  inspection  of  the  Council. 

21.  The  Council  shall  control  and  direct  all  examinations  they  shall 
think  fit  to  require  in  practical  pharmacy,  chemistry,  botany,  materia  medica, 
the  Latin  language,  and  such  other  subjects  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
prescribed  by  the  regulations. 

22.  The  Council  may,  after  a  competent  examination,  grant  or  refuse 
all  certificates  of  competency,  skill,  knowledge,  and  qualification  to  practice 
the  business  or  calling  of  pharmaceutical  chemist.  In  the  case  of  rejection 
the  candidate  may  present  himself  for  re-examination  after  a  period  of  six 
months. 

PART  IV. - MISCELLANEOUS. 

23.  Upon  the  decease  of  any  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  actually 
in  business  at  the  time  of  his  death,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  his  widow,  executors, 
administrators,  or  trustees  to  continue  such  business  for  a  period  of  twelve 
months,  and  for  such  further  time  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Council, 
provided  that  the  business  is  always  bona  fide  conducted  by  a  registered 
pharmaceutical  chemist. 

24.  Any  Registrar,  or  other  person,  who  shall  wilfully  make,  or  cause 
to  be  made,  any  falsification  in  any  matter  relating  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Register  of  Western  Australia  for  any  year  ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
wilfully  procure,  or  attempt  to  procure  himself  to  be  registered  under  this 
Act,  by  making  or  producing,  or  cause  to  be  made  or  produced,  any  false  or 
fraudulent  registration  or  declaration,  either  verbally  or  in  writing.  And 
anyone  aiding  or  assisting  therein  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
on  conviction  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  with 
or  without  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve  calendar  months. 

25.  From  and  after  the  date  of  the  first  appointment  of  the  Council 
any  person  who  commits  in  West  Australia  any  of  the  following  offences 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds 
for  each  offence,  and  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve 
calendar  months  : — 

(a)  Any  person  not  being  qualified  within  the  meaning  of  the  sixth 
section  of  this  Act,  carries  on,  or  attempts  to  carry  on,  the  business 
of  a  chemist  or  druggist,  or  assumes  or  uses  the  title  of 
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pharmaceutical  chemist,  pharmaceutist,  pharmacist,  chemist  and 
druggist,  dispensing  chemist,  dispensing  druggist,  homoeopathic 
chemist,  or  other  words  of  similar  import,  or  uses  or  exhibits  any  title, 
term,  or  sign  which  may  be  construed  to  mean  that  they  are  qualified 
as  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  ;  or 

( b )  Any  person  who  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or 
with  any  regulation  made  hereunder. 

26.  All  offences  under  this  Act  shall  be  heard  and  determined,  and  all 
penalties  imposed  by  this  Act  shall  be  recovered  in  a  summary  manner  before 
two  Justices  of  the  Peace  ;  and  all  penalties  when  recovered  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Council,  to  be  applied  towards  the  expenses  of  carry  this  Act  into  effect. 

27.  The  word  “  Person,”  wherever  the  same  occurs  in  this  Act,  shall  be 
deemed  to  include  any  corporation,  whether  established  by  charter  or 
otherwise,  and  any  company  or  society  whatsoever. 

PART  V. - SALE  AND  USE  OF  POISONS. 

28.  The  several  articles  mentioned  in  the  eighth  schedule  hereto  shall 
be  deemed  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Council,  the  Governor  may  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Executive  Council,  by  proclamation  duly  published  in  the  Government  Gazette 
of  Western  Australia,  from  time  to  time  declare  that  any  other  article 
specified  in  such  proclamation  shall  be  deemed  a  poison  within  the  meaning 
of  this  Act  ;  and  any  person  who  shall  sell  any  poison,  unless  he  holds  a 
certificate  from  the  Council  that  he  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  sell 
poisons,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds,  or  to 
imprisonment  with  or  without  hard  labour  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve 
calendar  months. 

29.  In  places  distant  at  least  twenty  miles  from  any  city,  town,  or 
municipality,  in  which  no  registered  chemist  has  an  open  shop,  any  person 
may  receive  from  the  Council  a  certificate  as  dealer  in  poisons,  on  payment  of 
an  annual  fee  of  twenty-one  shillings  to  the  Council  for  such  certificate. 
Every  dealer  in  poisons  shall  keep  all  poisons  mentioned  in  the  first  schedule 
in  a  safe,  box,  cupboard,  or  drawer  securely  locked  and  fastened, 

30.  Every  person  who  shall  sell  any  poison  specified  in  the  eighth 
schedule  hereto,  before  the  delivery  thereof  to  the  purchaser,  shall  enquire 
his  name,  place  of  abode,  and  occupation,  and  the  purpose  for  which  such 
poison  is  required  or  stated  to  be  required,  and  shall  thereupon  make  a 
faithful  entry  of  such  sale,  specifying  the  poison  and  quantity  thereof,  all  such 
particulars  so  given  by  the  purchaser,  together  with  the  date  of  such  sale,  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  by  the  vendor  for  that  purpose,  in  a  form  set  forth  in  the 
ninth  schedule  hereto,  and  every  such  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  person 
making  the  same,  and  also  by  the  purchaser,  unless  he  shall  declare  himself 
unable  to  write  (in  which  case  the  person  making  the  entry  shall  add  thereto  the 
words  “  Purchaser  cannot  write  ”).  Where  sales  and  purchases  of  poison  are 
made  by  correspondence  the  letter  ordering  the  same  shall  be  preserved  by 
the  vendor,  and  the  particulars  thereof  shall  be  entered  in  the  said  book  ;  and 
no  person  shall  sell  any  scheduled  poisons  to  any  person  who  is 
apparently  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  who  is  unknown  to  the  vendor. 
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And  poisons  sold  either  by  wholesale  or  retail  shall  have  the  word  “  Poison,” 
together  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller,  printed  conspicuously  on 
the  label,  wrapper,  or  cover  of  any  bottle,  or  other  vessel,  box,  or  case 
immediately  containing  the  same.  And  whenever  a  witness  to  the  sale  is 
required  by  this  Act  such  entry  shall  be  signed  by  such  witness,  who  shall 

also  in  writing  state  his  place  of  abode. 

31.  If  any  person  shall  sell  any  poison  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 

this  Act,  or  if  on  any  sale  thereof  he  shall  deliver  the  same  without  having 
made  and  signed  the  entry  required  by  this  Act  on  such  sale,  or  without 
having  obtained  such  signature  to  such  entry  as  required  by  this  Act,  or  if 
any  person  purchasing  such  poison  shall  give  false  information,  in  answer  to 
enquiries,  to  the  person  selling  the  same,  in  relation  to  the  particulars  which 
he  is  authorised  to  enquire  into  of  such  particulars  ;  or  if  any  person  shall 
sign  his  or  her  name  as  a  witness  to  the  sale  of  any  such  poison  to  a  person 
unknown  to  such  witness  ;  or  if  any  person  fails  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  part  of  this  Act,  for  offending  against  which  no  ^specified 
penalty  is  provided,  every  such  person  so  offending  shall  for  every  such 
offence  upon  summary  conviction  thereof  before  two  Justices  of  the  Peace  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds,  or  to  a  term  of  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  twelve  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour.  For  the  purpose 

of  this  section  the  person  on  whose  behalf  any  sale  is  made  by  an  assistant  or 
apprentice  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  person  who  shall  sell,  and  such  apprentice 

or  assistant  shall  be  liable  to  the  like  penalties  as  the  person  on  whose  behalf 
he  makes  such  sale. 

32.  This  Act  shall  not  extend  to  the  sale  of  any  poison  when  made  up 
or  compounded  as  a  medicine  by  a  registered  chemist  for  the  purpose  of  sale, 
according  to  the  prescription  of  a  legally  qualified  medical  practitioner,  or  in 
the  form  of  homoeopathic  medicine,  unless  in  the  crude  state  or  mother 
tincture  ;  nor  to  the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicine  when  sold  by 
registered  chemists  or  licensed  storekeepers  ;  nor  to  the  sale  of  photographic 
material  for  the  purpose  of  photography  ;  nor  to  the  sale  of  medicines 
dispensed  by  veterinary  surgeons  for  animals  under  their  treatment ;  nor  to  the 
sale  of  fly  poison  papers  ;  nor  to  the  sale  of  poisoned  seed  for  the  destruction 
of  vermin,  when  duly  marked  on  such  ;  nor  shall  it  extend  to  any  sales  by 
wholesale  dealers  in  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing,  if  an  order  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  purchaser,  be  given  for  the  supply  of  the  same, 
provided  that  all  such  sales  shall  be  entered  in  a  book,  and  the  package 
immediately  containing  the  same  bears  the  word  “  Poison  ”  printed 
conspicuously  thereon.

(from  our  special  correspondent.) 

The  present  season  has  been  an  eventful  one  for  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
for  those  whose  trade  is  limited  almost  entirely  to  exporting  it  has  been 
attended  with  not  a  little  anxiety. 

To  the  political  outbreaks  in  South  America,  which  from  time  to  time 
convulse  financial  arrangements,  the  grave  crisis  in  Australia  has  been  added, 
and  within  the  past  week  or  so  the  extraordinary  step  taken  by  the  Indian 
Government  in  depreciating  the  value  of  the  silver  standard  has  still  more 
increased  the  unsatisfactory  position  of  many  houses.  This  latter  interference 
is  more  far  reaching  than  at  first  sight  appears,  business  in  the  United  States 
and  other  countries  being  hampered  by  the  sudden  fall  in  silver.  The 
uncertainty  which  prevails  in  all  parts  has  made  itself  felt  on  the  export 
trade  ;  stocks,  however,  in  most  markets  must  very  soon  be  so  greatly 
reduced  that  we  may  confidently  look  forward  to  a  more  healthy  tone. 
In  one  or  two  lines  manufacturers  have  been  extremely  busy.  The 
hot  dry  summer,  which  commenced  so  early,  induced  a  demand  for  fruit 
essences  and  similar  preparations,  which  mineral  water  manufacturers  have 
been  consuming  very  rapidly  ;  by  the  way,  these  are  likely  to  rise  in  value, 
for  with  the  increased  demand  we  have,  on  account  of  the  dry  season,  a 
decreased  supply  of  fruit. 

Disinfectants,  too,  have  been  in  great  request,  and  makers  have  been 
working  early  and  late  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  their  clients.  One  or  two 
new  departures  have  lately  been  taken  in  this  trade.  Seeing  the  disastrous 
accidents  that  are  continually  occurring  by  carbolic  acid  poisoning  manufac¬ 
turers  have  turned  their  attention  to  the  production  of  a  non-poisonous  ; 
compound  in  two  cases  experiments  have  led  the  manufacturers  in  the  same 
direction,  and  in  Izal,  manufactured  by  Messrs.  Newton,  Chambers  &  Co., 
Thornecliffe,  near  Sheffield,  and  Essets’  fluid,  put  on  the  market  by  Messrs. 
J.  W.  Drysdale  &  Co.,  Creechurch  Lane,  London,  we  have  two  fluids  consisting 
in  the  main  of  the  homologues  of  phenol  which  are  non-poisonous.  They  are

both  stated  to  be  powerful  disinfectants,  germicides,  and  antiseptic, s  and  from 
reports  that  have  already  appeared  in  medical  papers  promise  to  supply  a 
distinct  want. 

The  disinfectant  recommended  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  1888 
has  also  been  again  brought  into  prominence  by  Dr.  Wm.  Murrell.  This 
consists  of  one  ounce  of  corrosive  sublimate,  one  fluid  ounce  of  hydrochloric 
acid,  and  five  grains  of  commercial  aniline  blue  in  three  gallons  (a  bucketful) 
of  common  water.  Dr.  Murrell,  whilst  conceding  that  perchloride  of  mercury 
is  the  best  disinfectant  that  could  have  been  selected,  does  not  like  the  form  in 
which  it  is  presented.  He  thinks  that  common  salt  might  with  advantage  be 
substituted  for  the  hydrochloric  acid,  and  a  further  suggests  that  the 
ingredients  of  the  solution  should  be  compressed  in  some  form  so  as  to  render 
'  them  portable  and  at  the  same  time  immediately  available  for  use,  this  has  called 
forth  “  Sublimate  Pastilles  ”  from  Mr.  Wm.  Martindale,  “  Sublimate  Soloids’’ 
from  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.,  and  “  Soluble  Sublimate  Cart¬ 
ridges  ”  from  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanbury,  all  of  which  will  no  doubt  be 
utilised  by  doctors  and  others  who  desire  to  employ  the  L.G.B.  disinfecting 
solution.  In  each  case  the  manufacturer  has  adopted  chloride  of  sodium 
instead  of  common  salt,  the  latter  being  liable  to  cause  the  tablets  to  diliquesce. 

Elegant  prescribing  seems  to  be  on  the  increase  among  us  5  whether  this 
is  due  to  doctors  or  patients  it  is  difficult  to  say,  it  is,  however,  pleasing  to 
note  that  the  trade  are  on  the  alert  to  meet  the  demand.  Pills  and  other 
unpalatable  concoctions,  even  compressed  goods,  are  giving  way  to  capsules 
and  cachets.  It  must  be  conceded  that  very  great  care  is  being  given  to  the 
manufacture  and  filling  of  these  two  latest  modes  of  taking  nauseous  drugs. 
Some  samples  which  we  have  recently  had  the  pleasure  of  examining  are 
eminently  flexible  and  easy  to  swallow.  The  cachets  certainly,  as  soon  as 
they  are  dipped  in  water,  slip  down  one’s  throat  with  marvellous  rapidity, 
and  do  not  induce  that  uncomfortable  feeling  which  some  experience  when 
dosing  themselves  with  drugs  in  a  compressed  form.  Very  neat  and  compact 
machines  are  made  for  filling  and  closing  them,  some  closing  one  cachet  at  a 
time,  and  others  twelve  of  each  size,  and  these  are  said  to  be  manipulated  in 
a  speedy  and  cleanly  manner.  Names  and  addresses  can  be  embossed  upon 
the  cachets,  or  if  a  proprietary  article  is  run,  such  as  neuralgic  powder,  the 
name  can  be  legibly  embossed  so  that  patients  can  see  at  a  glance  the 
contents  of  the  cachet.  The  pure  white  appearance  of  the  envelope  gives  a 
really  appetising  aspect  to  the  new  vehicle,  and  we  cannot  be  surprised  that 
patients  who  do  not  pose  as  fastidious,  prefer  this  fin  de  siecle  to  more  ancient 

modes  of  dispensing. 

We  cannot  conclude  this  letter  without  a  reference  to  the  innovation  0 
tLe  year— the  Chemists’  and  Druggists’ Exhibition,  the  first  and,  many  here 
prophecy,  the  last.  It  was  a  most  stupendous  undertaking  on  the  part  of 
the  promoter,  and  unfortunately  resulted  in  financial  loss.  We  Londoners 
are  rather  used  to  running  exhibitions  ;  we  have  annual  ones  of  all  descriptions 
in  the  Agricultural  Hall,  Islington— brewing,  engineering,  food,  &c.,  &c., 
all  well  attended,  and  most  of  them  turn  out  well-merited  successes.  The 
promoter  evidently  did  not  comprehend  the  temperament  of  the  sons  of  Galen 
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when  he  imagined  that  they  could  be  lured  to  a  trade  exhibition,  and  it  must 
be  confessed  that  he  did  not  succeed  in  amassing  much  for  the  delectation  or 
instruction  of  those  that  did  go.  It  was  a  “Magnified  Shop.”  There  were 
a  fair  number  of  exhibitors,  and  these  did  their  best  to  make  their  stalls 
attractive,  but  they  naturally  only  exposed  goods  they  wished  to  sell,  with 
the  result,  as  one  trade  journalist  remarked,  “  Chemists  could  see  everything 
just  as  well  in  the  showrooms  of  the  various  establishments.”  How  could 
they  be  expected  under  these  circumstances  to  take  the  trouble  to  go  to  such 
an  exhibition.  It  is  a  moot  point  whether  the  experiment  will  be  repeated 
next  year  ;  if  it  is,  it  will  be  well  for  those  responsible  to  bear  in  mind  some 
of  the  suggestions  that  have  been  made,  and  which,  if  carried  out,  might 
tempt  some  of  the  less  apathetic  members  of  the  craft  to  make  the  journey 
to  Islington  ;  one  of  the  best  suggestions  is  that  manufacturing  processes 
should  be  shown  in  practical  operation.  It  is  a  wonder  that  this  did  not 
strike  the  promoter  in  the  first  instance.  He  seemed  to  overlook  the  fact 
that  chemists  have  a  scientific  side  to  their  business  of  which  they  are 
justly  proud.

Why  do  not  the  police  summons  some  of 
the  many  herbalists  that  are  to  be  found  all  over  the  country,  and  give  the 
registered  man  a  chance  of  making  a  living  at  our  quasi  profession.

gIR  _Our  clients,  the  owners  of  Atkinson  &  Barkers  Royal  Infants’ 
Preservative,  have  had  their  attention  called  to  the  letter  by  “  A  Country 
Chemist,”  which  appeared  in  No.  5  of  Vol.  6  of  your  journal,  published  on 
May  27th,  1893,  on  page  117,  stating  that  the  Government  issued  a 
supplement  to  Gazette  containing  a  proclamation  that  this  Preservative  was 
to  be  treated  as  a  poison.  If  such  proclamation  has  been  issued  it  tends  to 
seriously  injure  our  clients’  preparation,  it  being  now  prepared  exactly  as  for 
the  last  100  years  ;  it  is  now  only  labelled  with  the  word  “poison  ”  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  because  it  contains  a  very 
small  proportion  of  a  sedative  ingredient  which  is  of  itself  a  scheduled  poison, 
and  this  renders  it,  like  manv  other  preparations  containing  minute  proportions 
of  a  scheduled  poison,  liable*)  be  so  labelled,  and  only  sold  by  duly  registered 
qualified  persons,  according  to  the  said  Act.  It  is  therefore  in  a  sense  no 
poison  at  all,  if  taken  in  the  doses  prescribed,  and  is  only  treated  and  labelled 
such  in  accordance  with  the  decisions  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  relating  to  the 
late  Chlorodyne  case. 

We  think  it  is  only  a  fair  thing  to  ask  you  to  insert  this  letter  in  our 
clients'  interest,  and  also  as  a  matter  of  explanation  to  “  A  Country  Chemist  ” 
and  others  who  may  be  in  doubt  upon  this  matter.

AMIDOL  AS  A  DEVELOPER. 

TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  JOURNAL  OF  AUSTRALASIA. 

Dear  Sir, -Haring  read  in  the  Photo  Section  of  vour  journal  and 
elsewhere  of  the  value  of  amidol  as  a  developer,  I  thought  it  worth  trying, 
and  the  first  two  or  three  negatives  I  treated  with  it  turned  out  fairly 
successful  ;  but  from  three  or  four  plates  exposed  a  few  days  later  I  could 
get  no  results  at  all,  and  was  puzzled  for  a  time  as  to  the  cause,  but 
discovered  in  a  short  time  that  the  fault  was  in  the  sulphite  of  soda. 

I  send  you  a  photo  of  interior  of  shop,  which  I  first  tried  to  develop 
with  amidol,  leaving  the  plate  in  the  solution  about  half-an-hour  without 
getting  the  slightest  result.  I  then  washed  the  plate  thoroughly,  made  some 
pyrogallic  developer  and  immersed  the  plate  in  it,  with  the  result  of  a  fully 
developed  negative  in  less  than  a  minute.  The  enclosed  photo  is  a  print 
from  this  negative.  I  find  the  sulphite  of  soda  obtained  from  one  of  the 
wholesale  drug  houses  quite  a  different  (article  to  that  purchased  from  a 
photographic  warehouse,  and  perhaps  some  of  your  readers  may  lave 
experienced  a  similar  difficulty.  I  am,  yours  faithfully,

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THE  PHOTOGRAPHIC  COMPETITION.

PRAHRAN,  MELBOURNE. 

It  is  a  platinotype,  and  a  most  meritorious  production.  Mr.  Humphries,  in  a 
getter  accompanying  the  picture,  informs  us  he  used  an  orthochromatic  plate, 
and  he  certainly  is  to  be  praised  for  the  artistic  success  he  has  attained. 
Apart,  however,  from  the  more  truthful  rendering  of  the  colour  values  when 
translated  into  black  and  white,  the  lighting  and  clever  arrangement  of 
the  flowers  are  both  excellent,  and  he  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  turned 
out  a  most  satisfactory  photograph  and  picture. 


PHOTOGRAPHING  ANIMALS. 

As  in  the  case  of  animal  photography  very  often  rapid  movements  are  to  be 
fixed  by  the  camera,  a  first-class  rapid  lens  of  sufficiently  long  focal  length 
(seven  to  eight  inches  at  least)  should  be  used.  If  it  is  possible  to 
previously  determine  the  place  where  the  exposures  are  to  be  made,  it  is  well 
to  set  up  a  suitable  background  in  a  proper  position,  corresponding,  of  course 
as  regards  colour  with  the  objects  to  be  photographed.  Thus,  for  instance,  a 
white  sheet  should  not  be  hung  up  if  a  white  cat  or  goat  is  to  be  taken,  nor 
a  dark-coloured  material  if  dark-coloured  animals  are  to  appear  before  it. 
This  applies  also  to  the  ground  over  which  the  animal  moves.  Besides,  the 
background  should  be  of  sufficient  size  to  cover  the  whole  plate,  and  not 
leave  an  end  or  side  vacant.  Especially  if  the  animals  are  small,  the 

background  should  come  down  fully  to  the  ground,  otherwise  there  will  always 

-- 

be  an  unsightly  space  just  in  the  rear  of  the  lower  legs.  In  order  to  ensure 
accurate  focussing,  the  moving  subject  should  arrive  at  a  point  which  has 
previously  been  determined  and  focussed  upon. 

As  full  sunlight  will  have  to  be  used  in  order  to  obtain  sufficient 
rapidity,  great  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  shadows,  which  very  often  are 
thrown  heavily  upon  the  background  or  on  the  ground,  or  both,  and  are  more 
prominent  than  anything  else  in  the  picture.  If  this  defect  cannot  be 
prevented,  a  good  deal  may  be  done  on  the  finished  negative  by  retouching. 

White  or  light-coloured  animals  can,  of  course,  be  more  easily  photo¬ 
graphed  than  dark-brown  or  black  ones,  as  can  also  those  whose  natural 
movements  are  not  particularly  rapid.  Among  domestic  animals,  excellent 
results  may  be  obtained  with  dogs  of  almost  almost  all  kinds,  cats,  rabbits, 
pigs,  goats,  donkeys,  oxen,  horses  and  calves.  Tame  water-fowl  of  every 
variety  may  also  be  taken  either  singly  or  in  groups.— Photo.  Pastimes .

PHOTOGRAPHIC  POINTERS. 

CONTRAST. 

If  we  have  an  evenly  lighted  view  deficient  in  contrast,  shortening  the 
.exposure  will  increase  the  contrast,  and  prevent  flatness  in  the  resulting 
negative,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  increasing  the  exposure  will  soften  down 
a  view  in  which  the  contrasts  are  too  strong. 

DEVELOPMENT. 

Development  is  the  complement  of  exposure,  the  best  photographic  resnlt 
being  attained  by  a  normal  exposure  followed  by  a  standard  development  ;  at 
the  same  time,  under-exposure  may  be  to  a  certain  extent  corrected  by 
strengthening  the  developer,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  even  very  considerable 
.over-exposure  may  be  neutralised  by  judicious  alterations  in  the  developer. 

THE  ESSENTIALS  OF  A  GOOD  SHUTTER. 

A  shutter  should  be  (1)  free  from  vibration,  (2)  adjustable  to  give 
various  definite  exposures,  (3)  adjustable  to  vary  the  relative  exposures  given 
to  the  foreground  and  sky,  (4)  portable,  (5)  simple  in  construction,  (6)  should 
occupy  as  small  a  portion  as  possible  of  the  exposure  in  opening  and  closing, 
and  (7)  should  not  be  liable  to  be  easily  damaged. 

SWING-BACKS. 

Swing-backs  are  essential  to  enable  the  plate  to  be  placed  parallel  to  the 
plane  of  a  building  when  the  lens  cannot  be  so  placed  as  to  have  its  principal 
axis  perpendicular  to  the  plane  of  the  front  of  the  building,  since  this  parallel¬ 
ism  is  essential,  even  with  rectilinear  lenses,  to  the  reproduction  of  straight  lines. 
The  more  fully  the  building  occupies  the  plate,  and  especially  with  high  vertical 
lines  near  its  extremities,  the  more  essential  this  parallelism  is. 

THE  PERFECT  SHUTTER. 

An  “  ideal  ”  shutter  is  one  which,  if  it  were  possible,  would  open  to  its 
full  aperture  suddenly  and  without  lapse  of  time,  and  having  remained  open  a 
certain  time,  would  close  thus  suddenly  again.  Such  a  shutter  would  possess 
The  summit  of  efficiency,  but  is  impossible  of  construction,  and  is  only  spoken 
of  as  a  standard  for  comparing  other  shutters.  It  is  right  to  make  such  a 
shutter  the  ideal  of  attainment,  generally  speaking,  although  for  a  certain 
class  of  shutter,  working  within  certain  limits  of  speed,  as  I  shall  point  out,  a 
shutter  of  low  efficiency  will  give  far  better  results. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  CONTROL. 

A  fairly  accurate  simile  of  the  control  of  the  photographic  artist  over  his 
developer  is  supplied  by  the  control  of  the  engineer  over  his  engine.  The 
engine  is  mechanical,  it  is  true,  but  it  may  be  made  to  go  slowly  or  quickly  as 
the  guiding  mind  may  decide.  In  our  case,  pyro  may  be  said  to  be  the  engine 
and  ammonia  the  steam.  For  pyro,  the  moving  force,  is  practically  power' ess 
without  the  infusion  of  some  vitality,  which  is  supplied  by  the  ammonia. 
Bromide  is  a  safety  valve,  anil  keeps  the  boilers  from  bursting.  But  the 
motto  of  intelligent  development  is,  keep  your  finger  on  the  regulator  and 
don’t  let  all  the  steam  in  with  a  rush.  Have  a  safety  valve,  but  don’t  depend 
.upon  it  to  keep  the  engine  from  funning  away.
